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- startling results of the recent New 
York Times American history quiz moved 
us to wonder whether a similar lack of 
knowledge exists among astrological stu- 
dénts. Certainly this should not be the 
case, for the history of our nation provides 
a vast body of research material in almost 
every branch of astrology, mundane, cyclic 
trends, vocation and natal interpretation. 

Astrology makes history fascinating, and 
history supplies a check on astrological 
judgment. The personalities who seemed 
dull in history textbooks become people 
like we all know when viewed through 
their charts, and the transiting cycles in 
relation to our national chart supply an 
insight into the continuity of the past which 
is lacking in most history books—it is as 
if someone handed you a thread on which 
to string the events which otherwise ap- 
pear to be isolated happenings. It may 
seem strange that we turn our eyes back- 
ward at a time when the world in general 
is concerned with planning for the future, 
yet like Patrick Henry, we ‘‘know of no way 
of judging of the future but by the past.” 

However, we realize that it is impossible 
for the majority of students to obtain 
planetary positions prior to 1850, and for 
this reason, we purpose to give the astro- 
logical data as fully as possible on all 
events and individuals mentioned in this 
department. 

The astrological factors surrounding the 
Declaration of Independence are familiar 
to us through our national chart, but what 
about the men who signed this famous 
document? What kind of men were they? 
Under what signs were they born? Were 
all the signs represented on that mem- 
orable occasion? 

The birthdata of all the signers of the 
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Declaration are not available; however, 
the dates and Greenwich Noon planetary 
positions of 40 of the 56 signators accom- 
pany this text. No attempt will be made 
to study the data according to statistical 
procedure, although a few salient factors 
are interesting astrologically. The predom- 
inance of Capricorn and Virgo natives 
would seem to burst the bubble of the 
popular suggestion that, in comparison 
with the men who drew up the Constitu- 
tion, the group which voted and signed the 
Declaration were wild-eyed radicals. Both 
these signs are practical and not given to 
the kind of emotionalism which character- 
izes most radicals—they know too well 
which side of their bread is buttered. In 
further support of the deliberateness of the 
group, 18 of the 40 had the Moon in one 
of the fixed signs, 7 in Taurus alone, an- 
other position noted for its realistic view- 
point and not apt to take its security 
lightly. 

Among the signers whose data are avail- 
able were natives of all the zodiacal signs, 
although Taurus, Gemini and Leo were 
represented by only one native each. The 
small number of Gemini natives in the 
upper ranks of American politicians and 
statesmen is curious from the astrological 
viewpoint. One would expect that Gemini 
natives could rise rapidly in the public 
favor of a nation with Uranus and Mars 
in that sign, yet Gemini is the only sign 
that has never been represented in the 
White House, and here we find only one 
Gemini native among the men who signed 
the “birth certificate” of the nation. 

The charts of some of the signators 
should be of particular interest, because 
of their historical prominence; Samuel 
Adams, the fiery revolutionary of Boston; | 
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ohn Hancock, the first man to affiix his 
name to the Declaration; the capture of 
Mhese two men, Samuel Adams and John 
"Hancock, was one of the objects of the 
“British expedition sent to Lexington and 
F Concord on April 18-19, 1775, where “the 
shot heard round the world” was fired; 
F Richard Henry Lee of the Virginia dele- 
gation, who moved on June 7, 1776, that 
Congress should declare the colonies free, 
thus making the first formal step toward 
the Declaration; Benjamin Franklin, and 
the other four members of the committee 
appointed to draw up the Declaration, 
John Adams, Roger Sherman, Robert R. 
Livingston and Thomas Jefferson. (Robert 
Livingston was prevented from signing the 
document by his absence at the time in 
order to attend a meeting of the fourth 
New York Provincial Congress.) Thomas 
Jefferson was given the task of drafting 
the Declaration, but both Adams afd 
Franklin read and judged the draft before 
it was reported to the committee and 
therefore may be said to have had a more 
intimate connection with the document 
than any of the other members of the 
Congress, 

The predominance of cardinal sun signs 
among the signers whose data we have (18 
out of 40) was carried out in the commit- 
tee appointed to the actual task of forming 
a declaration, for three of the five were 
cardinals, From the Sun and Moon posi- 
tions (18 cardinal suns and 18 fixed 
moons), we can say that here was a group 
of men whose natural attitude toward a 
crisis was to do something (cardinality 
never sits still in a situation, waiting for 
developments; it makes the developments), 
yet whose inclination to take immediate 
action, no matter what, was nicely bal- 
anced by the deliberation and foresight of 
the fixity. 

The most outstanding configuration in 
the charts, and one that should be of ex- 
treme interest to contemporaries, is Uranus 
opposition Neptune from Sagittarius to 
Gemini and Capricorn to Cancer. All na- 
tives born between 1898 and 1914 roughly 
have this same aspect, involving the same 
signs, so that in a sense this generation is 
repeating the broad social experience of the 
generation which produced the Declaration 
of Independence. 


Uranus and Neptune represent the points 
where the individual is tied into the social 
scheme of the period in which he or she 


_ lives; in opposition, they are bound to 


bring an acute awareness of the conflict 
between the collective condition and the 
individual situation, a realization of how 
the general trend of events in the world 
over which he has no control impinges on 
his individual experience, and affects it. 
This has been illustrated so strikingly in 
the lives of the majority who will read 
this that little more need be added, for 
our Uranus-opposition-Neptune generation 
also grew up into a world torn asunder 
from its roots, and their “declaration of 
independence” has been no less meaningful 
because it was directed against the mental, 
moral and economic standards of the mid- 
Victorian era that preceded it instead of 
against governmental restraint, as in the 
previous case. 

The important consideration in relation 
to Uranus and Neptune in the charts of 
the signers of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence is the intimate connection of the 
majority of these men with the collective 
drama that was in process at the time, for 
thirty of the forty men had the sun or 
moon conjunct, opposition or square Ura- 
nus or Neptune, making the awareness of 
the social conflict an acutely personal 
factor that led them inevitably to take an 
active part in the history-making events 
of the times. 

Author’s Note: The tabulated data on 
the following page has been taken in the 
main from Funk and Wagnalls New Stand- 
ard Dictionary. Jn checking with other 
sources, there appears to be some doubt 
about whether the birth dates of Samuel 
Adams, John Hancock, Robert Morris and 
Roger Sherman are old style or new style. 
The dates which appear in the following 
list are given in one source as old style 
and in another as new style. We have ac- 
cepted Funk and Wagnalls’ listing, since 
all the other dates given in their list are 
new style and agree with other sources.

Dear Sir: 

I arrived from London during the 
early part of March after an absence 
of three years. One of the first things 
I did was to buy a copy of American 
Astrology, and was very interested to 
read your serial story in regard to the 
Stuart period in England. Of course 
I do not pretend to know whether 
the story is founded $n fact or not, 
but it reads as though it might well 
have been the case. 

Since you seem interested in the 
Stuart period I thought you might 
like to hear a true story of that period 
—a story which has been kept a 
Secret until this present generation. 

As you are doubtless aware, John 
Love was a very reluctant signatory 
of the death warrant of Charles I. 
There was also a certain Rev. Clif- 
ford Love who was a leader in a plot 
to put Charles II on the throne—he 
was caught by the Roundheads and 
executed. You will find this part oj 
the story in a certain history of 
famous names in the New York Pub- 
lic Library on Fifth Avenue. 

The Love family settled in the 
village of Grove, 12 miles from 
Oxford. It is said that a woman of 
the Love family had a child by 
Charles I1—and owing to the fear 
of the Roundheads in the neighbour- 
hood and the fear of betraying Charles, 
the whole thing was kept a close 
secret. The child added the name of 
the village to the name of Love and 
so the name became Lovegrove. 

When I was twenty-one my father 
told me that when his time would 
come to die, Charles II would appear 
to me, as his son and heir in somte 
way or other. 

I have forgotten to tell vou that 
my father was born in the village 
of Grove and his brother, my uncle, 
married a Margaret Love from the 
same village. 
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When my father told me of the 
sign of his death I laughed and said 
that I did not have second sight and 
therefore in this case the spell would 
be broken once and for all. 

The years went by and I thought 
no more about it—I was twenty-one 
in 1914, 

On Christmas Eve, 1939, 1] was 
sitting on one side of an open fire- 
place, my wife on the other, in our 
house in. Surrey. The logs had all 
burnt away; the ash bed was quite 
deep and level, the top of the ash 
had burnt to a fine even surface and 
was only glowing here and there, when 
suddenly my wife said to me, “Come 
over here. Can you see what I see?” 
and there in the ashes was a full 
length figure of Charles with his hat 
in one hand and his other resting on 
the top of a long cane—he stood 
bowing and , facing my chair. It 
seemed as though I was being rebuked 
for my disbelief. My father died on 
Christmas Eve, 1940. 

Of course I could not tell him what 
I had seen during the last year of 
his life. Some months afterward 1 
told my mother that I had seen the 
Sign of father’s death. She asked, 
“What sign?” It was only then that 
I learned that my father had not told 
any other member of the family ex- 
cept me, his eldest son. My mother 
told me that just before he died he 
called her to him and told her he had 
something to tell her, but when she 
got to him, he said, “Never mind, my 
dear, I have never told you through 
all the years and it would not serve 
any purpose to tell you gow.” 

I am leaving for England again 
soon—very soon, in fact—so if you 
have any questions you would cafe 
to ask I should like to hear from you 
within.the next two or three days.

CYCLES 


Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Regarding your article on “Cycles” 
in May AMERICAN ASTROLOGY, page 
13, 1 think you have the right idea 
when you say “that it is (not prob- 
ably) even possible for an astrological 
Student to win the aforementioned 
award.” In my research of meteoro- 
logical phenomena with the idea of 
making long-range weather forecasts 
1 have “bumped” against the hard- 
headed scientist with his mathemati- 
cal equations. 

Some of these people are like the 
government aids who estimated the 
heating units of a room during the 
past winter’s fuel shortage when they 
figured square feet instead of cubic. 
To each mathematics proves every- 
thing, whether it was the right 
method or not. 

Am not against mathematics or the 
wonderful things it can accomplish 
but, like bookkeeping, if you put a 
debit in a credit column, errors are 
bound to occur. Mathematics is @ 
great aid to science but it can be very 
misleading if not applied correctly. 

In the ordinary activities of astrol- 
ogy the somewhat intangible human 
ottewe element ie ‘cousiaak ae 
from figures. 1 know of no branch of 
humanity that completely coordinates 
figures with life in all its intricacies, 
Hence, a hard-boiled scientist will not 
concede to any “proofs” that might 
savor of astrology. 

Astrology’s first move is to free it- 
self from the charlatan and that is a 
job for the astrologer himself, since he 
is the only one that could possibly 
distinguish the difference between the 
real and the fake. Even here personal 
prejudice and fairness will have @ 
battle. 

There is as much difference be- 
tween the “scientist” and the astrol- 
oger as there is between earth and 
heaven. I have found no mention 
made in the Bible where a mathema- 
tician or hard-boiled scientist received 
his reward in heaven, but there are 
cases where a person who respected 
the rights of others, was broad- 
minded and had brotherly love in his 
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heart who at least made better tele- 
phone connections with St. Peter. I 
do not mean scientists do not go to 
heaven but worldly knowledge alone 
apparently does not give one a 
through ticket. 

Science as it is generally considered 
is based on worldly facts discovered 
by man from a purely material stand- 
point and usually stops there. Astrol- 
ogy covers as much, but goes deeper 
into the realm of God. It is unfor- 
tunate that at the present time no 
missing link has been found that 
would connect the perfect numerical 
(scientific) system with the universe 
of mind and matter, both of which 
are based on natural laws that have 
not been refuted Jor the eons they 
have existed. 

There are those who believe God 
built this universe on mathematics 
because they have juggled man-made 
figures to cover all the principles they 
now understand. There are also those 
who believe this universe was built 
upon a faith and a love of good that 
would eventually surmount all mis- 
understanding. As near as I can fig- 
ure it is the difference between mind 
and heart. This one-sided trinity 
should be better harmonized with 
philosophy. 

Leo W. Smith’s suggestion is a good 
one but untimely; scientists them- 
Selves are not ready for it. From my 
own study of meteorology one only 
has to refer to the “Reports on Criti- 
cal Studies of Methods of Long-range 
Weather Forecasts” (somewhat per- 
taining to cycles) and Supplement 
No. 39, issued by the Weather Bu- 
reau, United States Department of 
Agriculture, to see how one scientist 
Criticizes another scientist’s working 
hypothesis. 

For instance, F. Baur, giving long- 
range weather forecasts for Germany, 
does not believe, according to I. 1. 
Schell, that it can be proved there is 
any connection between atmospheric 
changes and solar phenomena. Schell, 
on the other hand, seems to favor the 
theory that polar ice has considerable 
to do with weather changes. Then 
there is G. T. Walker, who for many 


years studied the weather of India. ~ 
He finds a close connection between. — 
sun spot numbers and the solar con- 
stant and apparently uncovered sev- 
eral very broad reactions in the 
world’s atmosphere corresponding to 
solar changes. However, R. B. Mont- 
gomery, in reviewing his work on 
forecasting for India, states the suc- 
cess achieved is not striking. So it 
goes, with one disagreeing with the 
other and no proofs being completely 
Satisfactory to another. 

Nearly all who are working on 
meteorological sequences look to some 
physical condition in another part of 
the world for weather results later in 
their own section. None seem to 
question what started the changes in 
the former region. Outside of the 
few who look to the sun, none take 
into consideration the stellar forces. 
Not even the solar observers go into 
the prime causes of sun spots or vari- 
ations of the heat from the sun. All 
their periods and cycles are more or 
less averages of a great number of 
variations, hence each finds periods 
of different lengths according to how 
they approach the subject. 

In the first place world cycles or 
periodicities will probably never be 
fully explained as such for they seem 
to be merely an accumulation of inci- 
dents with an irregular rhythm. As- 
trologers know there is a 28-day cycle, 
a 365-day cycle and cycles of 2, 12, 
28, 84 and 165 years, but it would be 
foolish to say that any event will 
repeat on the return of any one cycle 
because the relationship of the other 
cycles would be different. To show 
the complications that enter into the 
matter of cycles, some of these 
planets return to their same position 
as related to our calendar year in 
periods of 8, 19, 59, 79 and 83 years. 
It would be billions of years before 
Scientists could be convinced plan- 
etary positions might have some in- 
fluence on worldly affairs by this 
method. 

It must be remembered the reward 
by the presentation of a medal goes to 
the one who can give a satisfactory 
(?) explanation of cycles—not an ex- 
planation of astrology. 
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strologers to stay on their own side of 
the fence for the present and quietly 
work out their own problems. It is no 
particular crime nor sign of deficiency 
that astrologers cannot give a Satis- 
factory reason why Jupiter should be 
related to money or Mars to war. 
Scientists themselves cannot give a 
universally satisfactory explanation 
of gravity, light, electricity and many 
other common conditions that we are 
all experiencing daily without much 
question or concern. 

Anyway, why should we try to 
prove to scientists the things they 
scoff at? Are they not trying to get 
on our side of the fence by way of a 
loose board instead of the gate when 
they proudly discover that sun spots 
correlate with business? How about 
the worldly events they attribute to 
cosmology instead of calling it as- 
trology? 

Astrology deals with intangible 
subjects such as the action of a very 
minute nerve in the human body and 
the reaction to a certain brain cell to 
think, reason and act. This action 
cannot be seen with the eye nor can 
it be put into a mathematical formula 
that would satisfy the average person 
called a scientist. Why try it until 
both sides are closer together in 
thought and purpose?

COMMENT: In Alan Leo’s Complete 
Dictionary of Astrology, DIRECTIONS 
are defined as follows: 

“The calculations made after birth from 
the nativity for the purpose of ascertaining 
the time when events will happen; properly 
speaking this is predictive astrology, as 
it is concerned with the future of the 
person for whom the calculations are made. 
Directions are classed under two heads, 
primary and secondary, the former is 
similar to the small hand of a clock which 
marks off the hours, while the latter are 
like unto the long hand which marks off 
the exact time. There are various methods 
of making the calculations for directions, 
according to the choice of the student. . . .” 

And again, in Casting The Horoscope, 
Leo says of DIRECTIONS: 

“The word has been very loosely em- 
ployed. In its original sense it referred 
to the arc between two significators in 
a nativity, along which the one was 
‘directed’ to the conjunction, or aspect, 
of the other; the Arc of Direction being 
measured by the number of degrees of 
right ascension passing across the meridian 
during the intervening time. This Are 
of Direction being converted into time 
at the rate of one year for each degree, 
the various critical periods of life were 
thus mapped out, and a series of such 
calculations came to be known as ‘direc- 
tions.’ . . . Directions are broadly classi- 
fied as Primary and Secondary, the former 
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being founded .on. the motion of the 
-horgscope during the first day. of birth, 
and the latter on its motion during sub- 
sequent days.”’ 

Secondary directions or progressions, 
as they are more generally called, are 
unquestionably the more simple, and often 
productive of the more accurate results, 
since Primary Directions depend for ac- 
curacy on the exact moment of birth. To 
calculate Secondary Progressions, count 
forward‘ in the ephemeris from’ the day 
of birth, allowing one day for one year 
for the interval since birth. The planets 
thus “progressed” will form aspects to 
the radical planets, each aspect being 
interpreted in terms of the progressed 
planet, i.e., as the sun forms aspects by 
progression, the aspect and the other 
planets involved will indicate an unfold- 
ment in the development of the “Will” 
or “Power Urge,’ an aspect formed by 
Venus will indicate a development in the 
satisfactions derived from life, and so on. 

There are several methods of calculating 
Primary Directions, none of which could 
be encompassed in a short item. For 
full directions we refer you to The Pro- 
gressed Horoscope, by Alan Leo, and 
Rectification of the Horoscope, by Robert 
De Luce, also to page 4, September 1942 
issue, American Astrology Magazine, 
where the primary directions in the chart 
of- General Grant were dealt with at 
some length. 

A solar revolution chart is a chart 
erected for the moment the .transiting sun 
contacts the exact position (degree, min- 
ute and second, if known) of the radical 
Sun. Key Cycle charts depend primarily 
on the solar revolution. The midheaven 
of the solar revolution chart is moved 
forward (in the zodiac) 59’ 08” or the 
mean motion of the transiting sun, per 
day, and the daily positions of the transit- 
ing planets (obtained from the ephemeris) 
are inserted in the houses of the key cycle 
chart. The Key Cycle method was orig- 
inated and developed by Wynn.

ANSWER: The January 1943 article 
was the first of the new series in American 
Astrology. This series is—so far — on 
stellar astronomy, the subject of the stars 
as distinct from the planets and the solar 
system. 

I wrote a previous series of 32 articles 
on planetary astronomy, called ‘Modern 
Study of the Solar System,” for American 
Astrology Magazine. The. first article ap- 
peared in the August 1936 number, and 
the last in the March 1939 number. There 
is one article in each number. Each planet 
is taken up, as well as the sun, moon, 
comets, meteors, etc. 

For an introduction to astronomy and

I read with interest the article on 
Wallenstein and Astrology in the 
May 1943 issue of your magazine. 
Mr. Ussher gave some splendid ma- 
terial on the life of Wallenstein and 
made note that his life seems to paral- 
lel that of Hitler. However it is to 
be regretted that only a solar horo- 
scope of Wallenstein accompanied 
the article. 

Some years ago I did a lot of re- 
search on this particular horoscope, 
and found that he was born: Sep- 
tember 14 1583 (O.S.), Saturday at 
4:36. p.m., L.M.T., Hermanic, near 
Nachod, Bohemia; Lat. 50:25 North, 
Long. 16:08 East. The MC 13 Sagit- 
tarius; ASC. 21 Aquarius; Right As- 
cension to the Midheaven 25i° 34’ 06" 
—time rectified by Kepler. 

I have a translation of the original 
treatise as written by Kepler, which 
is now in the University of Lenin- 
grad, Russia, where the originals are 
treasured. 

At some later date I am in hopes 
of publishing this treatise, for it shows 
that Kepler was a great astrologer 
as well as an astronomer, 
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Wallenstein was assassinated on 
*the night of February 25, 1634 

(N.S.), at Eger, Bohemia, age 50% 
years. 

Hoping this information will be 
of interest to your readers, and I 
would suggest that they compare 
Wallenstein’s chart with that of Hit- 
ler, for there seems to be a similarity 
between the two figures.

Zu Wallenstein, by Professor 
Otto Struve, Direktor der Stern- 
watte zu Pulkowa—one of the 
Transactions of the St. Peters- 
burg University, where Kepler’s 
originals are treasured, amongst 
them being Wallenstein’s horo- 
scope.” 

The horoscope which I sent you 
was recalculated according to the 
rectified time of 4:36% p.m., as 
given by Kepler in the article pub- 
lished in M.A. This work I did myself 
from Stadius Ephemeris, 1583, Ant- 
werp, Belgium.

Ira C. Eaker, Commander of the 8th 
U.S. Air Force in England, is a top- 
fighting flier and the best poker player 
in the Air Corps—knows when to fold 
a bad hand, when to stay to the finish. 
... It (our precision bombing) will 
be applied with skill and ruthlessness 
which Eaker personifies. He is one 
of the most offensive-minded men in 
the Army, would rather use his last 
plane and pilot in attack than employ 
Safer tactics in defense. . . . Eaker 
scorns popularity, distrusts officers 
who are popular, fearing they will 
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hug humane considerations. Eaker’s 
relentless; it may be hard on his 
men, but harder on Hitler.” 


COMMENT: Aries is the most offensive 
minded sign of the zodiac, at its best 
when the going gets tough, and having 
no patience with defensive tactics. The 
relentlessness and scorn of popularity is 
also peculiarly Arian, for the “lone wolf 
of the zodiac” gives no quarter and asks 
none. Uranus and Saturn in Scorpio add 
a ruthlessness to the Aries determination 
to get the job done, quickly and well. 
And significantly enough, General Eaker 
arrived in England to take over the 
Bomber Command on February 20, 1942, 
two days before the transiting Mars- 
Saturn conjunction in 22° 28’ Taurus in 
opposition to his radical Uranus, and 
Eaker himself couldn’t resist leading the 
first American raid on the continent on 
August 17, 1942, with the Sun in 23° 
Leo, square radical Uranus, and the Moon 
in Scorpio on radical Saturn. P.S. Not 
a plane was lost. 








General “Ike” Eisenhower 
October 14, 1890 


From Current Biography, August 1942: 
“In 1919 he (Eisenhower) was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal for his ‘marked administrative 
ability in the organization, training 
and preparation for overseas service 
of technical troops of the Tank Corps,’ 
... The new commander’s first task 


(upon taking the European command) 
will be to establish full collaboration 
with the British Staff in London. . . . 
Equally popular with men and women, 
General ‘Ike’ enjoys ‘the many social 
amenities traditional with Army jobs” 
He gets along well with people and 
sees that they get along with each 
other. His friends all ‘love Ike as 
much as they respect him, and ‘his 
orderlies worship him. ... He hates 
war. He gets angry at people who 
think military men want war. With 
an extremely analytical mind, he does 
not leave a problem until he has found 
what is is all about. Upon his ar- 
rival in London, General Eisen- 
hower talked informally off the record 
with American and English news- 
papermen. He gave an excellent dem- 
onstration of the art of being jovial 
and outspoken without actually 
Saying much.” 


COMMENT: The Libra ability to weld 
a situation into a smooth-running, har- 
monious whole is seen working at its best 
in General Eisenhower's case. Mars in 
Capricorn adds to the organizing ability, 
and it is quite possible that the hour of 
birth would place the Moon in Scorpio, 
The biographical sketch quoted appeared 
in print before the North African cam- 
paign, but General Eisenhower’s capacity 
to handle with true Libran diplomacy the 
complicated political situation that ex- 
isted there is now an accomplished fact, 
It should not go unnoticed that the Gen- 
era! approached that problem in a typical 
Libran manner, making the most of the 
situation as he found it, despite violent 
criticism at the time. This is a Libran 
talent which is often underestimated, al- 
though it is the real genius of the sign, 
The formal establishment of a European 
theater of operations under General Eisen- 
hower occurred on June 25, 1942, with 
Saturn in 6° 02’ Gemini over his radical 
Neptune and Mercury stationary direct 
in 17 Gemini on his North Node. The 
European and North African theaters were 
separated and General Eisenhower placed 
in supreme command of the latter sphere 
on February 6, 1943, the very day Saturn 
turned from retrograde to direct motion 
in 5° 35’ Gemini on radical Neptune.

December 31, 1880 






Erom Current Biography, pages 561- 
563, 1940 volume: 

“It was in. the Philippines that 
Marshall first showed something of 
his genius for organization. .. . Then, 
in September, 1918 . . . a large part 
of the American force had to be 
transferred from St. Mihiel for the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive. It took 
him only about two weeks to arrange 
and manage the transfer, to organize 
the supplies and lay out the attack 













positions, and it is greatly to his 
credit that the offensive was ‘smash- 
ingly successful.’ .. . After the War 
the president of a large corporation 
is said to have remarked: ‘A man 
with an organizational brain like his 
would be worth $20,000 a year.’ ... 
He neder appears hurried, but 1s 
actually ‘streamlined and speedy’; he 
is a strict disciplinarian, yet some 
say, the best storyteller in the army. 
. . . While some of his predecessors 
believed that success in warfare de- 
pended upon such factors as indi- 
vidual heroism or great man power, 
his faith ts in organizational perfec- 
tion plus the infantryman, who 
collectively wins a war.” 


COMMENT: Almost no comment is 
needed in General Marshall’s case, for the 
Capricorn’s genius for organization is an 
astrological byword. The passion of this 
sign for perfection is also generally ob- 
vious, as is the ability to accomplish a 
prodigious amount of work in double 
quick time, with little appearance of ex- 
tended effort. The rumor that he is the 
“best storyteller” in the Army probably 
is not far from wrong, for Mars square 
Uranus and conjunct Mercury in Sagit- 
tarius could produce an_ unexcelled

Astronomical Distances Illustrated 


in Everyday Terms 


- phrase “It’s a small world” has 
been heard frequently since automobile 
travel became popular, yet oddly enough 
the meetings that give rise to its use are 
usually limited to quite small areas, and 
instead of the world itself being found 
really to be small, it is we who are circum- 
scribed in viewpoint and movement. 

Anyone, for instance, from the great 
plains of the middle west who has occasion 
to visit New York, will invariable spend 
much of his time there around lower 
Broadway and Fifth Avenue, and so is 
quite likely to meet any fellow citizen 
visiting there at the same time. The lowa 
farmer who goes to California inevitably 
lands, sooner or later, in Long Beach 
(sometimes called Western Iowa) for an 
Iowa State Picnic of 10,000 to 100,000 
and is sure to meet old cronies and repeat 
the stock phrase for such incidents, even 
tho he has traveled 1,500 miles from home. 
Or he will spend much of his time around 
Hollywood Boulevard and Gower Gulch or 
in the 7th and Broadway business section 
of Los Angeles with similar experiences. 
So that in all such cases common interests 
draw people to common centers, and meet- 
ings of widely separated acquaintances are 
quite probable. But if a Kamchatkan was 
to meet a man from his blizzard-swept 
village in the hot jungles of Mozambique 
they would be really justified in repeating 
the phrase! 

Then, too, when we say “It’s a small 
world” we need to state our basis of rela- 
tivity, for we could walk across some of 
the minor planets between Mars and 
Jupiter before breakfast (less than a mile 
in diameter) without working up a good 
appetite, while our good old earth, altho in 
the small-town class astronomically, is 
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thousands of miles larger in diameter, and 
you would need more than a jeepful of 
emergency rations and be careful to men- 
tion which breakfast if you undertook to 
walk across it! 

Nevertheless, not being a very strict 
semanticist, I can truthfully say that by 
certain comparisons with our solar system 
associates, it 7s a small world, But how to 
prove it with the present restrictions on 
airplane reservations! Now that we have 
become accustomed to a government that 
deals with infinitesimal things, such as dol- 
lars, in astronomical figures, we talk quite 
casually about the hundred billion dollars 
we will spend on the war in the next year, 
but that doesn’t mean nearly as much to 
most of us as that $100 or so income tax 
that we are aghast to find we can’t grasp 
materially, even tho we can mentally and 
emotionally. And by the way, that hundred 
billion would give a congressman $27 a 
mile traveling expenses for the distance to 
our farthest planet Pluto—almost enough, 
they say, for a round trip rocket ticket! 

However, every good astrologer should 
have an approximate yardstick of measure- 
ments—or of the relativity of size and dis- 
tance, as Einstein would put it—of the 
tools we work with. So we will try to set 
up a comprehensive and familiar standard 
of comparisons so that we can visualize our 
solar system by a miniature plan of it 
drawn to approximate scale; if you are 
skeptical about it, you can pedometer the 
whole length of it in a couple of hours or 
so. And we will do it by taking the two 
cities, New York and Los Angeles, the head 
and tail of the country—but- don’t ask me 
which is which; it’s a moot question with 
me, after having inquired of honest, in- 
formed citizens in both burgs, who gave 
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me exactly the same identical arguments 
for and against each being it. But almost 
everyone goes to one or the other or both 
at some time and so they are good for our 
purpose anyway. 

In our Bureau of Standards for proving 
it’s a small world, which we will set up 
for our cute little solar system, we will 
establish the earth as the base by making it 
one inch in diameter, which means 1 inch 
everywhere for every 8,000 miles—to make 

, our figures round like our earth. On that 
basis we would have a ball as our Sun, 9 
feet, 3 inches in diameter—and ° please 
don’t say that’s not so hot! We will set this 
at the city hall entrance, and since the 
authorities might suspect some fifth column 
activity, we will do it mentally, instead 
of materially and visibly, altho we are 
disclosing secrets instead of being secretive. 

This is-in New York and proceeding up 
Broadway at about the north side of Man- 
hattan Alley, we would place Mercury as 
a ball about 2/5 of an inch in diameter 
(don’t lose it now). Near the south side of 
Duane Street we would place Venus, a 
ball a trifle less than our earth but nearly 
an inch in diameter. From there we would 
go to Pearl Street and place our small 
earth, an exact inch in diameter, smaller 
than a golf ball, larger than a pingpong 
ball. Pearly streets are supposed to be the 
paving of heaven, but that’s the way it 
works out for the earth in New York! Our 
Moon would be a bit more than % inch in 
diameter and set about 30 inches from the 
earth. Then on to Worth Street, where 
we will place Mars, a ball just a little more 
than half an inch across. From there we 
jog up to Prince Street, where we place 
Jupiter, as a ball 1034 inches in diameter, 
which you could easily see lying in the 
street. From there we go to 11th Street 
and put Old Saturn, 9'4 inches in size, 
in his place. I’ve wanted to do this trick 
for some time, but he always queers the 
deal. Since we have less than an A gas 
card we will walk up to 77th and Park 
Ayenue and set Uranus down there, 4 
inchés in diameter. Then we will stroll 
leisurely up to 110th Street and gently set 
Neptune down. From there we trudge 
along on my—or is it our?—aching dogs 
to 138th Street where we set Pluto at the 
known limits of our solar system, about 1 
inch in diameter and not very easy to 
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distinguish at- this distance from the city = 


hall. Even with a good telescope on a 
clear day and the traffic diverted for us, we 
could scarcely see our great big sun that 
we started from, this far out. All of which 
serves to verify, to me at any rate, that it 
(our Earth) is a small world by compari- 
son. Of course a microbe on our 1 inch 
ball might think it colossal, as we say in 
Hollywood, but we being humans and 
smart, declare very casually and frequently 
—as if we wanted to convince ourselves of 
something—that it’s a small world. Both 
us and the microbes may be right accord- 
ing to our differing standards of size. 

Tripping over to Los Angeles, which 
everybody does before they die, we place 
another ball 9 feet 3 inches diameter—or 
the same one if New Yorkers are willing— 
at the city hall door on Main Street, and 
let’s hope that an earthquake doesn’t upset 
things before we finish our job, because I 
only borrowed the apparatus. Almost 
down to First Street we would place the 
2/Sth inch Mercury, and about 2/3rds 
between Ist and 2nd Streets we would 
deposit Venus, 1 inch nearly—to the un- 
doubted mortification of Hollywood, which 
claims sole right to her and her invariably 
naughty pranks—there. Then just beyond 
2nd Street we will place our well known 
traveler the earth, 1 inch in diameter, and 
at 3rd Street we will order Mars to halt, 
just like that, even if there is a war on, a 
little over half an inch in diameter. From 
there we go to 8th Street and set Jupiter, 
grand in size (relatively remember), 1034 
inches in diameter, and then move on to 
16th Street to drop Saturn, 94 inches 
across (and is he a cross!) providing he 
doesn’t delay, obstruct and frustrate our in- 
tentions as usual! Then, if the cops are not 
looking, we thumb a ride to 36th and Fig- 
ueroa Streets to place Uranus, 4 inches in 
diameter. From there we take a bus to 60th 
and Vermont Avenue for installing Nep- 
tune at the wide miniature ocean that rages 
there after every rain storm. Then, if the 
land doesn’t slither too much for comfort, 
we try for 80th and Western Avenue to put 
the system’s outpost Pluto, 1 inch in di- 
ameter. If ours is a small world at nearly 
the same size as Pluto, it’s no wonder that 
the astronomers had such a time finding 
him in the wide universe!

“Mercury 


An Analysis of Mercury in the Radical Chart 


Mercury is the most sensitive of the 
planets, not excepting the Moon and Venus, 
which latter might better be termed im- 
pressionable rather than sensitive. The par- 
ticular section of the Zodiac Mercury hap- 
pens to be transiting at any time colors 
its expression in the life of Man by the 
quality and impulse of the Sign it tenants, 
its office being that of the gerent of human 
mentality and speech particularly, insofar 
as concerns the ordinary intercourse of 
daily life. : 

In the Nativity Mercury represents the 
mind, it being the special significator of 
all manner of mental trends from the 
merest superficiality up through shrewdness 
and cunning to common sense—a com- 
modity that appears to be rather alarm- 
ingly on the wane these days!—and be- 
yond to the very heights of genius where 
Uranus takes up the tale. From a Mun- 
chausen through Caesar Borgia and Ivan 
the Terrible to Barnum, Kant, Dante, Nos- 
tradamus and beyond! 

The enormous influence which the men- 
tality wields in the matter of the general 
health and well being of the body is, alas, 
but too little realized. Indeed there is 
no single human factor in life that is left 
untouched by Mercury, which colors most 
of them directly and all of them indirectly 
in one way or another. Finally Mercury 
represents intelligence, without which hu- 
man intercourse and cooperation would be 
impossible. 

The most remarkable characteristic of 
Mercury consists of its ability to coalesce 
so perfectly with the other planets and, 
while assuming many of their qualities and 
characteristics, to retain its own character- 
istics as well. 

Conjunct Jupiter, Mercury tends to make 
the mind expansive and philosophically in- 
clined, with a leaning toward reflection 
along moral, ethical or religious lines. 
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Conjunct Venus, Mercury gives an at- 
tistic trend to the mind and cheers and 
refines. 

Conjunct Mars, it energizes the mind 
and sharpens it through self-assertion and 
impulse. 

Mercury is therefore said to be “con- 
vertible,” it being affected according as it 
is aspected in relation to any other planet. 
With respect to Mercury all sex distinctions 
are lost, for on the purely mental plane 
sex, as such, disappears. It is for this 
reason that Mercury became the particular 
significator of children, since children are 
largely sexless, more especially when very 
young. 

Conjunct the Sun, Mercury inclines 
the mind to express many of the inner 
qualities of the Individuality, especially 
toward the close of life. 

In aspect to or conjunction with the 
Moon, Mercury is apt to reflect the main 
channels of the Moon’s expression and so 
markedly make or mar the Personality. 
A strong aspect of Jupiter usually accen- 
tuates the sympathy and tempers the judg- 
ment. A powerful pull from Saturn can 
deepen the mentality and sober the will. 
When in aspect to or conjunction with 
Uranus, Mercury can portray that planet’s 
whims and eccentricities very faithfully in- 
deed. When in either of those relations 
with Neptune, Mercury accentuates the 
feelings and sometimes even makes for in- 
sight into the conditions ébtaining upon the 
various planes of existence beyond earthly 
life. Lastly, in strong aspect to or con- 
junction with Pluto, Mercury probably be- 
comes the index of the pure mystic, though 
whether it be of the criminal or religious 
veriety depends upon the Natal Pattern 
in its entirety. 

As located in the Nativity, and represent- 
ing thé content of the mind, Mercury is 
colored by the particular attributes of the 
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planetary Ruler of the zodiacal sign where- 
in it is located. Its nature is primarily 
active and changeablé, being in itself swift 
and undependable. The Moon governs the 
brain organ, the while Mercury presides 
over its contents, as also over the general 
nervous system of the body, influencing 
via the nerves that portion of the body 
denoted by the particular Sign it tenants, 
plus the quality. and-position of the plane- 
tary Ruler therof. Lastly, Mercury ex- 
ercises a particular sway over the tongue, 
the lungs, arms and hands as agents for 
the expression of mind. 

Mercury can never be interpreted alone, 
but must always be considered in relation 

to the Sign it occupies and the planet with 
which it is in closest aspect. This is an 
invariable rule and one that must be strictly 
followed, that allows of no exceptions what- 
soever. 

When angular and above the Earth, 
Mercury can give a decided ability for 
public speaking, especially when in the 
Ascendant or the Tenth House. Rising it 
certainly makes for an active body in union 
with an active mind, the intelligence being 
usually well developed so that, should cir- 
cumstances be favorable, the educable 

Again, 


capacity is practically unlimited. 
when angular there is often exhibited a 


remarkable ability to master foreign 
tongues. This position ordinarily makes 
for more facility in expression than it does 
for mental depth however. When placed 
in the Third House it becomes the significa- 
tor of a great talker, though whether the 
person becomes a trained conversationalist 
or says much of anything worth listening 
to all depends upon Mercury’s position 
and aspects in the chart. 

In the Eighth House, Mercury quite 
generally makes for silence, or at least 
reticence, so also when it is found posited 
in Scorpio. When posited in the Ninth it 
proposes scientific or judicial interests. And 
when Mercury is domiciled in the Twelfth 
. House that person should ever keep a watch 

‘ on his tongue lest his past Karma overtake 
him in the ordinary course of his thoughts 
or conversation. 

The best influence where Mercury is con- 
cerned is when this facile little planet is 
in any strong, favorable aspect with Saturn, 
preferably from Earth Signs. However it 
may be said that almost any aspect between 
Mercury and Saturn is helpful, even though 


it should happen to be adverse. It is only™ 
when Mercury is overpowered by the Moon © 
or by Venus that the mental attributes may 7 
degenerate to the extent that the native 
can be said to have no mind of his own, 
generally speaking. 

The astrologer, while carefully observing 
each and every aspect to and from Mercury, 
is warned at the same time never to accept 
them as operative unless they are within 
very close orbs. The late Evangeline Ad- 
ams hit the nail squarely on the head when, 
dealing with Mercury’s character and in- 
fluence, she wrote: “But the main point 
to remember is the delicate sensitiveness of 
the mental ruler and the fact that such im- 
pressions as are made on him are not like 
seals upon wax, but like the rise and fall 
of a column of quicksilver at every change 
in the atmosphere.” And let me take the 
present occasion to declare that when it 
came to writing upon the various influences 
of the planetary hierarchy Evangeline 
Adams was and still is in my opinion, the 
very best and most erudite author of astro- 
logical texts that America has so far pro- 
duced. She should have written a lot more 
than ever she did on the subject. Her 
Astrology: Your Place Among the Stars is 
on the way to becoming one of the astro- 
logical classics of all time. 

Mercury should not be enslaved by the 
emotion and the languor of Venus, nor by 
the dream-laden impressionability of Nep- 
tune. When energized by Mars the mind 
becomes too irritable and over-activated, 
just as it becomes too changeable and ut- 
terly unreliable when conjunct the lunar 
orb. Neither should it be too closely con- 
junct the Sun since such a position ordin- 
arily destroys its freedom of expression, 
more particularly should so close a contact 
take place in a Fire Sign. 

Indeed of all the powers that can possibly 
befriend this swallow among the planets 
the best is not Jupiter but Saturn, for 
Jupiter, though he may sway the mind 
toward optimism coupled to ardent and 
frequently religious attitudes, all too often 
swells the Ego, seldom failing to inflate 
the mind like a balloon which, while im- 
posing without, is still hollow within, like 
those solemn, pompous, formal appearing 
individuals to whom the current term of 
“stuffed shirt” is but too well applied. 

More attention should be paid to old 
Saturn in relation to Mercury, and less to 
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Jupiter, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 


_ (though precisely what the latter represents 


in the celestial scheme there is not one of 
us knows). For his fortune is secure and 
will ever be on the increase who is at 
pains to establish amicable relations with 
the Chastener, though the gate be narrow 
and the way straight. AS A MAN 
THINKS SO HE JIS, for one’s life and 
fate ultimately revolve around one’s mental 
processes—there can be no gainsaying that! 
Show me your Mercury, your mental sig- 
nificator, and I will unhesitatingly tell you 
your outlook upon life and from it arrive 
at a correct judgment as to your inner- 
most nature with little fear of any eon- 
tradiction. 

Indeed it might be well were I to declare 
my conviction that all that is required in 
order to arrive at a correct judgment of 
a person’s character and career is that the 
astrologer should be provided with that per- 
son’s Nativity, correct to within half an 
hour of his actual birth time, wherein it 
will only be necessary that he insert the 
positions of (1) the Ruler of the Ascendant, 
(2) the Sun, (3) the Moon, (4) Mercury 
and (5) Saturn, to arrive at the just sum- 
mation above outlined. These five planets 
will furnish the garment, while the remain- 
ing five merely constitute the lining and 
the frills. 

Saturn expresses both height and 
depth while Jupiter merely portrays lati- 
tude, Mercury skimming along over both 
like a swallow in flight over water. 

How many individuals exhibit a charm- 
ing personality, who either have no men- 
tality to speak of or whose minds conceal 
a diabolical cunning just manoeuvering for 
an outlet? Or how many are those who 
waste both time and money, not to men- 
tion the effort expended, in seeking a higher 
education, whose powers, whether of ab- 
sorption, or of application or both, are 
strictly limited ‘to high-school rudiments 
and practice? How many study to become 
physicians who ought never to be intrusted 
with the care of even so much as an ailing 
animal ? How many study sociology, 
psychology, economics or engineering who 
are perpetually at a loss to apply their 
knowledge effectively, who evolve into bet- 
ter tearers-down than they do into builders- 
up, whose highest ambition is to preside 
behind a desk in spite of the all too evident 
fact that nature intended them to be shoe- 
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makers or streetcar conductors, to tag along 
at the very end of the procession rather 
than to lead it? Or, again, how many 
actors were actually cast for the role of 
a pastry cook, to the detriment of the stage 
and their own pocketbook? Time, money 
and effort are wasted, not te mention all 
the happiness forfeited by round pegs be- 
ing pushed into square holes and vice versa! 
People whose gaze is fixed upon some dis- 
tant star the while they hitch-hike along 
the highway or go stumbling along in the 
gutter, with success always just over the 
horizon or over the top of the next hill; 
meantime they push along from one make- 
shift to another in the confident expecta- 
tion that “something is bound to turn up.” 

Mercury and its aspects show the men- 
tal attitudes as distributed by the mind far 
more correctly than any other single factor 
in the Nativity, so that a close atten- 
tion paid to this planet’s position and at- 
tendant configurations is bound to make all 
the difference in interpretation. 

The following are a few dependable 
aphorisms for the guidance of practical as- 
trologers and their students. 

Mercury presides over the nerves, the 
bronchial tubes, the pulmonary circulation, 
the thyroid gland, the right cerebral hemi- 
sphere, the cerebro-spinal system, the sen- 
sory nerves and the vital fluid in the nerves, 
the vocal chords, the ears, sight, tongue, 
all sense perceptions and the breath. 

Mercury’s pathological quality is cold, 
dry and nervous. 

Mercury in Capricorn conjunct Saturn, 
or squaring or in opposition to him, es- 
pecially should Saturn be in any of the 
Cardinal Signs, often coincides with at 
least partial deafness. 

Mercury conjunct Venus conjunct Mars 
in a House of a mental or subjective nature 
frees the mind from desire through a proc- 
ess of detached analysis; frequently, too, 
it confers the ability—more particularly in 
the case of evolved individuals—to analyze 
every sensation even while under its in- 
fluence. Considered in this light Mercury, 
its position and aspects, is of greater im- 
portance than the position and aspects of 
Sol, a fact not hitherto sufficiently stressed. 
Mercury conjunct Venus would confer a 
tendency to analyze the higher emotions, 
while Mercury conjunct Mars would tend 
toward concentration upon the physico- 
personal desires. 
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Mercury aspecting many planets in- 
dicates an active, busy life. Good aspects 
between Mercury and the Moon can bring 
beneficial changes. Ptolemy says: “The 
Sun or Moon conjunct Mercury bestows 
great intellectual power and abilities’— 
supposedly supported by beneficial aspects 
from Saturn at least. 

Mercury sextile or trine the Moon be- 
stows a capacity for foreign languages. 

Should Mercury be in the Twelfth in 
either an Earth or a Water Sign and op- 
posed by Saturn, Uranus or Mars deafness 
is common. Some hold that Mercury is 
best in Air Signs, the hearing being very 
acute when it is well aspected by Mars. The 
Sun, Moon and Mercury all in conjunction 
or afflicted by Mars or Saturn also indicate 
weak hearing. 

Mercury when Lord of the Nativity or 
when strong in the Ascendant proposes an 
admirable fancy along with considerable 
powers of eloquence. Mercury commonly 
makes for famous orators when well-as- 
pected by Venus or the Moon or when in 
reception with either of them. Should 
it be in good aspect or reception with 
either Saturn or. Jupiter it proposes an ex- 
cellent philosopher or divine; if with Mars 
a good physician or surgeon and,a very 
good mathematician. 

Mercury in square or opposition to Mars 
proposes a sharp but most turbulent mind, 
one which is never content but ever seeking 
out new things and strange inventions. 

Mercury and Venus when placed in the 
Tenth in the Signs of either Mercury or 
Mars propose the native will be eminent 
in either the Arts or the Sciences and most 
probably in both. 

Mercury when Lord of the Sixth House 
and afflicted by the Infortunes proposes 
that the native might labor under some 
speech defect. 

Mercury and Venus in an Air Sign and in 
the Ascendant and in trine to Jupiter in 
the Ninth House proposes a great scholar 
and a learned critic. 

Mercury in either Capricorn or Aquarius 
commonly gives a most excellent under- 
standing and, should Mercury be either 
sextile or trine to Saturn, there is sure to 
be no little ingenuity and diplomacy. 

Mercury and the Moon with many 
planets posited either in Cardinal or Com- 
mon Signs, more especially should they 
tenant the Third House, propose a want 
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of tenacity. Should a Cardinal or a Com 
mon Sign ascend the native will find 
difficult to dwell on a subject for any length» 
of time.

aspect from either Venus or Jupiter, pro- 
poses, that the native might be liable to 
forgery or theft. 


The Moon, Mercury and the Lord of the | 


Ascendant in double-bodied Signs usual- 
ly portend that the native will be addicted 
to old opinions and curious religious be- 
liefs. 

Mercury in Pisces and afflicted often 
lays an impediment on the tongue. When 
posited in Pisces Mercury proposes that 
the mind is not strong and primarily that 
its impulse inclines to cause the native w 
waver in his decisions. 

Mercury conjunct Mars in the Twelfth, 
especially should these planets be squared 
by Saturn, indicates that the native will be 
obliged to exercise great self-control all his 
life. 

In all cases, regardless of the Sign Mer- 
cury tenants, when it precedes the Sun, the 
mind is singularly enlightened and illu 
minated; thus configurated Mercury is 
comparable to a polished reflector placed 
at the back of a lamp and that dissipates 
the darkness by reflecting the glare of the 
light to the farthermost corners of a room. 
Thus those who are so very fortunate as 
to be born at those times in the year when 
Mercury is the immediate precursor of Sol 
notably tend to become beforehand thinkers 
and reasoners, since the mind is quite 
usually illumined by the Ego (Sun). When, 
on the contrary, Mercury rises later than 
the Lord of Day it proposes the type of 
mind that learns more through actual ex- 
perience than by the logical processes of 
the mind, such people walking in the dark 
to a certain extent until such time as actual 
experience shall have set them a precedent 
so to speak. These are the after-thinkers, 
illustrated by those to whom a brilliant 
retort occurs after the occasion has passed. 

Again, to have been born at a time of. 
the year when Mercury was retrograde con- 
stitutes a detriment to the reasoning fac- 
ulty, though in the year of life when Mer- 
cury by progression goes direct again the 
mental faculties will correspondingly im- 
prove. 
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The professions typical of such as come 


‘are secretaryships, stenography and all 
manner of writing, lecturing and public 
speaking, teaching and all manner of in- 
struction, clerking, photography, sales- 
manship, accountancy, telegraphy, printing 
and bookbinding, reporting and all news- 
paper work generally, advertising, inter- 
preting, the conveying of all manner of 
messages and such like activities. 

The typically Mercurean type of indi- 
vidual ordinarily has a slender face and 
build, a full forehead, a long nose over thin 
lips, slender fingers joined to very expres- 
sive hands, with dark hair, a poor com- 
plexion and quite penetrating eyes. In 
males the beard is commonly sparse and 
thin. 

The temperament of the typical Mer- 
curean is usually nervous and excitable. 
These people are extraordinarily quick to 
reach conclusions though they commonly 
incline to reverse the order of their think- 
ing. There may be little depth to their men- 
tal processes, the native inclining toward 
an active though a superficial mental life. 

Mercury represents the analytical think- 
er who acquires knowledge mostly for its 
own sake. Mercury strong in the horo- 
scope proposes a lover of argnment and 
debate, and as a technician, one who is 
very often wordy whether in speaking or 
writing. The intuitional processes of the 
mind and the skillfulness in general are 
often pronounced. 

A strong, well-aspected Mercury pro- 
poses much self-expression, the use of 
reason and a good memory. The inclina- 
tion of the intellect will be toward the 
statistical. with a penchant for amassing 
evidence in support of its opinion. An 
afflicted Mercury certainly scatters thought. 

Mercury is HE WHO COMMUNI- 
CATES, the spiritual-human consciousness, 
the thinking element in Nature. 

The diseases of Mercury are such as 
afflict the nerves and their centers, speech 
impediments, headaches, respiratory diffi- 
culties arising from the nerves, delirium 
and neurasthenia. A notable inclination to 
worry is a salient characteristic of the Mer- 
curean type of individual. 

The minerals of Mercury are the agate, 
topaz, aquamarine, marble, glass, the white 
and the red carnelian, marcasite and fire- 
stone.

The Technique of Phase Analysis 


:. was stated in the article of this series 
dealing with the “Solar Chart” (May 
issue) that the Sun represents the funda- 
mental factor of vitality or life-sustain- 
ment; in other words, the “capacity for 
experience” found in every living organism 
and on the basis of which the organism is 
able to meet the challenge of external and 
internal living while retaining a sense of 
identity of being, and, in evolved man, of 
individual selfhood. The: Moon, on the 
other hand, is a symbol of the fact that 
organic life is constantly changing, that 
every organic activity has an ebb and flow, 
that every emphasis in one direction is 
compensated for by a subsequent emphasis 
in the opposite direction, and even that 
ultimately everything must change into its 
opposite. The Moon deals with the factor 
of personal adjustment to outer conditions, 
and- as well with all the psychological 
activities related to the individual’s at- 
tempt to imagine the outer world so as to 
make it conform to the inner need. 

In this technique of Phase-analysis, what 
we call the Lunar Chart is the result of an 
attempt to discover specifically how the 
several basic life-functions in the total 
human organism (body and psyche) affect, 
contribute to and challenge the operation 
of the lunar factors. It is a “spectrum- 
analysis” picture of a person’s feelings and 
moods, of the warp and woof of personal 
living, of all the linking processes which 
establish the particular manner in which 
a person’s outer and inner activities are 
related to each other. 

We discussed previously these lunar fac- 
tors while studying the Solar Chart; but 
there all indications had to be referred to 
the Sun, and the Moon was considered 
strictly as an agent for the exteriorization 
and distribution of solar energy; or more 
accurately still, of solar “potential.” In 
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THE LUNAR CHART 
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the Solar Chart, therefore, the angular re- 
lationship of the Sun to the Moon (ie., 
the place occupied by the Moon in the 
Solar Chart) reveals the basic type of 
feelings, of imaginings and of organic ad- 
justments which the person will use in 
order to express his vitality and selfhood, 
while meeting the problems caused by the 
universal and constant flux of the inner 
and outer experiences. 

In the case of Mussolini’s Solar Chart, 
we saw the Moon located in the sector of 
“crisis in consciousness,” surrounded by 
Saturn and Mars. This shows how the 
Italian Dictator has used his psychological 
crises and his basic neurosis (so evident 
in youth) in order to force into action his 
life-potertialities and to exteriorize his self- 
hood and his will (or basic life-purpose). 
That he achieved success in this is hinted 
at moreover by the fact that the violent 
and disruptive grouping of Saturn, Moon 
and Mars is in sextile aspect to the Sun. 
The sextile is a “personality building” 
configuration, and thus Mussolini was able 
to use violence and revolution, deep com- 
plexes of social inferiority and personal 
resentment, in order to build himself up as 
a modern impersonation of the Caesar- 
Image so potent in the Collective Uncon- 
scious of his race. 

The Lunar Chart reinterprets this Sun- 
to-Moon relationship from another point 
of view. It shows how solar vitality and 
will are most naturally and spontaneously 
put to use by the feelings, the power of 
imagination and capacity for organic or 
social adjustments of the person whose 
birth-chart is being subjected to the treat- 
ment of Phase-analysis. Now it is the Sun 
which is seen as an exteriorizing and dis- 
tributive element; and what is being 
distributed and made outwardly manifest 
is the lunar factor. 
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necessity contribute to this exteriorization 
of all the organic factors (biological and 
psychological) which are astrologically 
represented by the Moon; for each life- 


function in an organism is intimately 
related and contributes to (assists or 
disturbs) every other function. The tech- 


nique of Phase-analysis is therefore a 
means to get at the basic inter-operations 
of all factors which constitute organic 
living. 

The Lunar Chart has this characteristic 
feature that it is the snap-shot of a phase 
of the process of change in which the 
positive factor of the Chart (the Moon) 
moves faster than any other. As the zo- 
diacal position of this positive factor deter- 
mines the eightfold framework of the chart 
itself (i.e., the “cusps” of the eight sec- 
tors), it follows that in this chart the 
planets are pictured in the act of moving 
clockwise. The moon and the entire 
framework of the chart operate counter- 
clockwise, as do the cusps of Houses in a 
regular birth-chart. We are thus dealing 
with a type of chart which has many 
features in common with the birth-chart 
calculated for a precise time and. earth- 
location. But while the latter depicts a 
moment in the daily: rotation of the globe 
around its polar axis, our Lunar Chart is 
an abstract representation of the solar 
system seen from the earth at a particular 
moment of the Moon’s sidereal period (27 
days and 8 hours). The moon is the active 
factor determining the structural frame- 
work of the chart, just as the daily rotation 
of the globe determines the structural 
framework of the ordinary natal Houses. 


What this Lunar Chart presents is the 
Moon-conditioned pattern of a person’s 
feelings and personal adjustments or link- 
ages. Within this pattern all planets 
operate as centers of influence upon the 
“lunar nature” of the person. In a sense, 
it is not the planets themselves which 
operate, but whatever part of their energies 
filter through the “lunar nature” and assist 
(or hinder and disturb) its rhythm. 

Moon to Sun relationship: Because the 
Sun and all the planets in the Lunar Chart 
are to be considered in a state of arrested 
clockwise motion by reference to the Moon 
fixed at the top of the chart, it follows that 
when the Sun is in the left half of the 
chart, the phase of the lunation cycle is 
somewhere between the Full and the New 
Moon. In other words we find here the 
situation described in the previous articles 
of this series to be reversed. This is how- 
ever as it should be, for here too the nor- 
mally positive Sun is found in a negative 
aspect, subject as it were to the authority 
or pull of the Moon factors. Vitality, 
selfhood, purpose are seen as servants of 
the feelings and of the personal need to 
become adjusted to the constant conflict 
between the outer and the inner realms of 
life. 

If we again take Mussolini as an illus- 
tration and we erect the Lunar Chart in 
the same manner as we made the Solar 
Chart (American Astrology, May, 1943), 
we find that the Sun is located in the sector 
of “expansion of energy” and of “impulsive 
forcmg of issues” (cf. table in April issue). 
Here therefore, we find solar energy oper- 
ating with an expansive and emotional 
character when at the service of the feel- 
ings. In other words, when Mussolini has 
a problem of personal adjustment and feels 
deeply about some personal, organic issue 
his basic vital energies swell up and rise 
with great emotional gusto to the occasion. 
His sense of purpose expands. His self- 
hood identifies itself with some forceful 
symbol of greatness and this answers the 
need of the feelings for exteriorization and 
demonstration. 

If on the other hand we consider the 
collective case of the United States’ chart 
(erected for July 4, 1776, about 5 p.a.), 
we find that the Sun, in the Lunar Chart, 
falls on the cusp of the fourth sector which 
is characterized in our basic table of mean- 


ings as signifying “overcoming of obstacles” 
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or, negatively, cleavage in relationship. 
This indicates that wher the people of the 
United States (i.e., the Moon factor in a 
national chart) face a vital problem of 
adjustment, and when the feelings of the 
common man are aroused, the life energies 
of the nation are brought to a pitch of 
“extreme forceful activity;” and this may 
easily lead to a “cleavage in relationship;” 
thus to “Civil Wars” of some kind. The 
will of the people is to overcome whatever 
obstacle, real or imaginary, is felt to exist, 

Moon to Mars relationship: Here we 
deal with the manner in which the feelings 
or moods are mobilized and released, with 
the spontaneous emotional projection of a 
person’s capacity for life-adjustments. In 
Mussolini’s Lunar Chart, Mars is conjunct 
the Moon and just ahead of it in the sector 
of “generation of power.” The originator 
of Fascism in its modern garb projects his 
feelings and moods with great violence. 
His power to act and his ability to take 
the initiative stem from his peculiar per- 
sonal adjustments to experience. The 
Moon is surrounded by Saturn and Mars, 
and the intellectual Sign, Gemini, is the 
field of their meeting. We see therefore 
intellectual crystallizations or fears, plus 
a sense of personal destiny—Saturn—con- 
ditioning Mussolini’s feelings; and it is 
this Saturnian conditioning which is re- 
leased into action by Mars. The dictator 
might wish to be considered as a “man of 
power” radiant with great cosmic strength 
—and his Sun in Leo gives him the basic 
energy “to put on the show;” but in his 
own life of feelings he is a neurotic man 
hiding his emptiness under fireworks. 

The Mars of the U. S. A. Lunar Chart 
is in the sector of “crisis in action.” If 
the people of the United States face their 
obstacles squarely, great creative power is 
released; but the Neptunian influence over 
Mars (square aspect) tends to stress the 
easier path of escape into illusions. 

Moon to Venus relationship: What har- 
vest of meanings and values, of emotional 
intensity or spiritual realizations will a 
man gather from his constantly changing 
adjustment to experience? Venus in the 
Lunar Chart suggests an answer to this 
question. In both Mussolini’s and the 
U. S. A. charts Venus and Jupiter are con- 
joined. The harvest will be large and of 
a socially expanding character. Optimism 
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and self-glorification are indicated, and the 
need for extending one’s inner nature into 
a sense of participation in the building of 
something big. Mussolini has this con- 
figuration (in the Lunar Chart) close to 
the point of maximum “expansion of 
power.” In the United States’ chart the 
Venus-Jupiter conjunction occurs at the 
close of the sector of “crisis in action.” 
Out of crises in collective feelings and 
adjustments the people of our country 
emerge with a sense of optimistic self- 
satisfaction, rejoicing in extracting expan- 
sive meanings from the experience—or else 
indulging in expensive betrayals of the 
very feelings which led to the crisis: wit- 
ness the periods after the Civil War and 
the boom period which followed 1920. 
Moon to Mercury relationship: Here is 
an indication to the type of concepts and 
of generalizations which follow after or 
precede the lunar confrontations. Mus- 
solini’s Mercury is lost in the glory of the 
Sun and his organic vitality or will-power 
creates such a splash of subjective glamor 
that the objective processes of thinking 
have little chance to operate independently 
and dispassionately. Thinking is a mere 
assistant to the will to power and the thirst 
for personal expansion. In the United 
States’ chart Mercury is retrograde and in 
the sector of “overcoming of obstacle,” 
opposing Pluto. The danger for our people 
is to detach words and formulas from the 
actual need for adjustment to new life- 
conditions; this may lead to a great deal 
of intellectual confusion. In the case of 
Madame Chiang Kai-shek, the Sun, Venus 
and Mercury are conjunct in the sector 
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© of “sowing of seed,” close behind the 
+ Moon. Here is a personality whose inner 
' life and selfhood are actually sown as a 
Seed. She is a symbol and exemplar for 
China—and for the whole world. 

Moon to Jupiter relationship: Jupiter 
is always, in one form or another, the 
“manager”: this is, he who organizes and 
presents opportunities for activity in terms 
of a larger schedule of operation—be it 
social, political, economic or religious (in 
the ritualistic sense). In the Lunar Chart 
he is the organizer of the feelings, trans- 
forming the every-day life-confrontations 
into opportunities for personal growth. In 
the chart of the United States these op- 
portunities arise mainly through crises in 
action and through the process of reor- 
ganization (or of conversion of tools and 
energies) necessary if the obstacle is to 
be overcome successfully. Every big crisis 
in American history has led to the growth 
of a group or class of large-scale organizers 
or managers of wealth; but the negative 
possibilities of social cleavage and class- 
conflict have not been absent from the 
realm of popular feelings. Mussolini’s 
Jupiter stresses, on the other hand, an al- 
most pure will to expansion in matters 
related to the Moon. His one passion is 
to feel big. 

Moon to Saturn relationship: There is 
a very deep and polar correlation between 
the Moon and Saturn. When the two are 
in conjunction it is said that the individual 
is beginning a new cycle of Karma; that is 
to say, his capacity for personal adjust- 
ments is locked within a closed structure 
of feelings—or one might say, a seed. The 
seed is in bondage to the plant which will 
grow from it. Thus men like Mussolini, 
Stalin, Howard Scott (leader of the Tech- 
nocracy group) are in bondage to their 
work of destiny. 

In the U. S. A. Lunar Chart, the burden 
of proof is on the ability to demonstrate 
and to find the proper technical means for 
the concretization of the feelings. The es- 
sential need of the people is to carry out 
practically the vision which has been born 
through feelings and through pragmatic 
adjustments. Saturn is here intensely 
experimental and social. 

Moon to Uranus relationship: This 
shows the way in which freedom from 
bondage to the feelings and from the 
yearning for personal satisfaction can be 


_ accomplished in the most basic or naturab 


manner. The Lunar Charts of both Mus- 
solini and the United States have Uranus 
in the sector of “crisis in action.” Only 
an actional crisis can produce freedom in 
these two instances. Doing alone can 
overcome the pull of the inertia of feelings. 
In Hitler’s Lunar Chart Uranus is.in the 
sector of “crisis in consciousness.” Hitler’s 
nature of feeling is not aroused by action 
as much as by inner revelations or intui- 
tions; but his physical vitality (Sun) and 
his power of initiative (Mars) operate 
through actional crises. He orders a blood- 
purge to maintain his power and weeps all 
the while to the strains of Wagner’s music. 

Moon to Neptune relationship: Here we 
see the collectivity, or society at large, 
making its demands upon the personal life, 
and conditioning subtly, yet powerfully, 
the adjustment to life made by the indi- 
vidual. Neptune in Mussolini’s Lunar 
Chart is in the last sector. His racial in- 
heritance and the need of his people com- 
pelled him to project his personality as a 
seed-image or exemplar of excellence. His 
own feelings were subtly transformed by 
this collective need which made of him, in 
a sense, a hero, in another, a victim. The 
Neptune of the U. S. A. chart is in the 
sector of “fulfillment” and of concrete 
objectivity. Here is perhaps a condition 
foretelling the inescapable need for col- 
lectivism of a sort and for reaching clarity 
and truth through subservience of the indi- 
vidual to the group. 

Moon to Pluto relationship: This refers 
to the possibility of self-renewal through 
the constant activity of life in its most 
immediate and direct aspect. In both Mus- 
solini and the U. S. A. charts Pluto is in 
the eighth sector, having been crossed by 
the Moon. Pluto is the symbol of the 
seed, of God-in-the-lowest. A Moon which 
has just passed over Pluto carries in the 
personal life a sense of allegiance to the 
depths, a responsibility to the future. 
Mussolini has felt such a responsibility, 
whether mistaken or not; and the Amer- 
ican people deeply sense that, in some way, 
they stand for a new type of social and 
personal integration. 

Moon to Moon Nodes relationship: The 
relationship between the Moon and its 
nodal axis can be most revealing. The 
North Node is the positive pole and its

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The Nebulae 


PART I: The Galactic Nebulae 


F.. off in the depths of space, hidden 
almost entirely from naked-eye view, 
are the nebulae. There are untold numbers 
of them. Some are exceedingly delicate 
wisps of light in.the telescope and can 
never be resolved into stars even in the 
most powerful optical instruments available 
now or ever. Others do become stars under 
high-enough magnification. 

The word “nebula” refers to two dif- 
ferent classes of objects: (1) the galactic 
nebulae, belonging to our Milky Way uni- 
verse, and (2) the “island universes” which 
are outside of the Milky Way and are 
actually separate galaxies themselves. 

The nebulae are of various kinds. Only 
a very few are visible to the unaided eye; 
many more can be found with a small 
telescope or even high-power binoculars; 
and with a large telescope many thousands 
are seen; while photography applied to the 
largest telescopes records many thousands. 
The ones farthest away and faintest are all 
of the island-universe type, and by means 
of these we are able to reach the outermost 
regions of space. 

There are three types of galactic nebu- 
lae: (1) the diffuse nebulae, (2) the dark 
nebulae, and (3) the planetary nebulae. 


The Diffuse Nebulae 


Some of the most spectacular sights in 
the heavens are afforded by the diffuse 
nebulae. However, of all the nebulae re- 
corded in catalogs, less than ; are of the 
diffuse type. They number roughly about 
1000. They are enormous objects and have 
given investigators many puzzling ques- 
tions to solve. Sir William Herschel was 
the pioneer. Scanning the heavens with 
his huge home-made telescopes, he dis- 
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covered, observed, and made records of in- 
numerable such objects. Herschel cata- 
loged 2509 nebulae and star clusters. His 
son, John Herschel, observed 2307 nebulae 
from England, and 1708 objects from 
South Africa. 

At first William Herschel thought all 
nebulae were vast collections of stars so 
far away that the telescope was unable to 
show them as separate points of light. 
Later he discovered a star with an atmo- 
sphere of light around it, so he decided the 
nebulae were rarefied clouds of gas. Sir 
Wm. Huggins came to the rescue with the 
spectroscope, and confirmed Herschel’s idea 
with the proof that the, nebulae emitted 
light of the type of a glowing gas under 
low pressure. All this refers to the objects 
called galactic nebulae, for the extra- 
galactic objects are very different, are in 
fact composed of myriads of stars, 

The diffuse nebulae are great irregular 
masses, having no particular regularity or 
shape and often not even a very definite 
boundary. They present a variety of out- 
line and brightness. There is too an enor- 
mous variation in the apparent luminosity 
from those that are almost non-luminous to 
a few like the Great Nebula in Orion, which 
are striking even with a field-glass. 

On a clear dark night, with a medium- 
sized glass the Orion nebula is an extreme- 
ly interesting and spectacular object, pre- 
senting an immense amount of detail. This 
nebula and some others, like the Trifid 
nebula, have dense “clouds” that are rather 
yniform. But some types are just a haze, 
and even in the greatest telescopes one 
cannot see the faintest parts, but must 
resort to a long-exposure photograph for 
all the details. An extreme example is the — 
constellation Orion. The greater part of © 
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Fig. 1. The Great Nebula in Orion, the best-known example of the diffuse galactic 
nebulae.

the entire region is covered with a faint 
nebulosity which reproduces on a photo of 
say two hours exposure. Still other neb- 
ulae have a lace-like structure, reminding 
us of high cirrus clouds in the earth’s 


atmosphere. An example is the famous 
Network Nebula in Cygnus. As a matter 
of fact, the diffuse nebulae do not appear 
faint just because they are so far away. 
The diffuse nebulae are composed of 
gaseous material together with dust, as is 
demonstrated by the telescope with its 
invaluable accessory, the spectrograph. The 
dust is in minute particles, as is proved by 
the allied types of nebulae that obscure 
the starry background. Along with dust 
are molecules of gas, making the nebula 
luminous by reflection and luminescence. 
No one must imagine the nebulae as bodies 
that are as dense as a cloud in our atmos- 
phere. The density of a nebula is incon- 
ceivably small. Compare a nebula rather 
with a vacuum. The average density of 
a gaseous nebula is not over zss500 that 
of the residual gas left in a modern most 
perfect vacuum made! The Orion nebula 


has such a small density that a sphere of it 
as large as the entire earth would weigh 
only as much as an average locqmotive. 

The immense gaseous nebulae have a 
distinctly greenish appearance in the tele- 
scope, for the light they give off is mostly 
of two radiations in the green part of the 
spectrum. Strange as it may seem, those 
particular radiations have not been seen 
in the physics laboratory. So it is not 
surprising that when astronomers discov- 
ered them in the nebulae, they believed 
they had found in the heavens a new 
element—one of the building-blocks of mat- 
ter. For years the mysterious element was 
called nebulium. Then finally it was dis- 
covered that the green lines were produced 
by “doubly-ionized” atoms of oxygen gas. 
“Tonization” is a big word for the condi- 
tion whereby an atom has lost one of its 
electrons. In the case of nebulium the 
oxygen has lost two electrons. Thus the 
problem has been solved without a new 
element being discovered. 

An important question is, what causes a 
diffuse nebula to shine? In many cases the

nebulae are definitely associated with near- 
by stars. The great nebulosity surround- 
ing the Pleiades is an example. Long- 
exposure photos show them steeped in 
nebulosity. It looks as if the clouds were 
lighted up by these stars. Another and 
more striking case is the Orion nebula 
where the “trapezium” series of stars ap- 
pears immersed in the nebula. We are sure 
that all of the green nebulae are not self- 
luminous, but obtain their light from the 
stars. Yet the nebulae do not simply 
reflect the starlight, as the moon reflects 
the sunlight. Instead, the starlight seems 
to be absorbed by the atoms of the nebula, 
and re-emitted in radiations of different 
wave-lengths. It seems that only the blue 
stars with their extraordinary high tem- 

atures are effective in this way. A star 
ike our sun and the red stars like Antares 
are too low in temperature to stimulate the 
nebulae and cause them to glow. When 
there are no such stars, the nebulae simply 
remain dark. 

The extent of angular illumination of a 
nebula is proportional to the brightness of 


the stars associated with them, so that 4 
bright star is accompanied by a wide 
extent of the lighted-up areas of a neb L 
than a faint star is. A star of magnitude 


1 may illuminate a nebula to a distance @ 


of say 2° on photos taken with an exposure ~ 
of 1 hour, whereas a 12th-magnitude star 
illuminates a nebula less than 1’ 
Very likely all the galactic nebulae shine 
partly by reflected light of the stars, and 
partly by stimulation from the nearby stars, 
In some regions of Scorpius the nebulae 
surround the stars like the glow of a 
street-lamp in a fog. Antares for example 
shows this effect when red-sensitive plates 
are used for photographing. The nebulous 
effect here appears to be reddish. The 
cloud shines by reflected light and we know 
it must be composed of dust particles for 
gas could not reflect color. 

Distances and dimensions of gaseous 
nebulae are known by indirect means, and 
hence are approximations. However they 
are about 150 to 4000 light-years from the 
solar system. One particularly beautiful 
one, the Lagoon Nebula, is 1600 light-years 
away. The individual sizes of the nebulae 
are enormous, being tens or hundreds of 
light-years for the diameters. The Lagoon 
Nebula is about 11 light-years long, the 
well-known North America Nebula about 
40 light-years in extent. The Orion nebula, 
which appears to us about 1° across in its 
full extent, has a real dimension of about 
10 light-years, or say 58,800,000,000,000 
miles. The greatest diffuse nebula known is 
the Great Looped Nebula surrounding the 
star 30 Doradus, and visible from the 
southern hemisphere. It is located in the 
Greater Magellanic Cloud, and is visible 
to the naked eye. The central part is a 
fine sight. This object has a diameter of 
about 720,000,000,000,000 miles! 

One would think perhaps that such 
latge bodies would likely be fixed in space. 
But the nebulae prove that large bodies do 
not necessarily move slowly. Because of 
diffused outlines it is not easy to measure 
the movement in our line of sight, yet we 
find they do move in space, as the spectro- 
graph shows. For example, the Lagoon 
Nebula is moving away from us at the 
rate of 5 miles a second, the Great Nebula 
in Orion at 11 miles a second and hence 
the movement is comparable to that of the 
sun in its journey in space. The velocity } 
seems high but the distance between us j 
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land the nebula is so great that it will be 
ousands of years before we can detect an 
apparent decrease. Some of the nebulae 
' are coming toward us. 

More interesting still are internal move- 
| ments, certain regions of a nebula moving 
| with respect -to other parts. Some of them 
also show rotary movement. In the Crab 
Nebula, nebulous material seems to be 
moving outward away from the center, 
at the rate of over 5,” a year. The Net- 
work Nebula in Cygnus also presents evi- 
dence of movement, and here the motion 
i$ perpendicular to the length. This nebula 
forms a chain or loop with another in the 
constellation, and seemingly they are mov- 
ing in opposite directions from each other. 
One would suspect there had been a nova 
that produced a giant explosion many 
thousands of years ago, and that we are 
looking at the later stages of the catastro- 
phe. The Orion nebula has internal mo- 
tions of about 6 miles a second, various 
parts drifting about like rain clouds in a 
storm. 

The greatest mystery concerns the vari- 
able nebulae. They are not a distinct class 
but belong to the diffuse objects. They are 
rare, and the type is Hubble’s Variable 
Nebula in Monoceros. Most of them are 
fan-shaped, not unlike a comet, with a 
bright nucleus at the head, the nucleus 
being a star which too is variable. 

A variable nebula changes both in form 
and luminosity. Hubble’s nebula is an 
amazing thing; the changes take place so 
rapidly that an observer can notice them 
in a day’s time. The shape alters along 
with changes in brightness. Details ap- 
pear and disappear. There seems to be no 
correlation with changes in the associated 
stars; for instance, different areas are not 
illuminated by pulses from the stars. 
Astronomers believe it safe to say the 
changes cannot be caused by transfer of 
material from part of the nebula to an- 
other. For alterations in form occur with 
the speed of light, and changes in bright- 
ness sweep over the nebula with a speed 
apparently much greater than the velocity 
of light—which condition is supposed to 
be impossible. The only explanation avail- 
able, of the rapid change, is that the nebula 
is nearer to us than has been believed. In 
any case, the cause of the phenomenon is 
totally unknown and remains an unex- 
plained mystery.

The Dark Nebulae 


The dark nebulae are vast areas of 
obscuration occurring in several constel- 
lations. An immense dark cloud extends 
from Cygnus to Centaurus and cuts the 
Milky Way into two streams, It is this 
cloud which goes across the middle of the 
region where the globular clusters are and 
hides them from our view. The dark 
nebulae seem to be allied to the diffuse 
types. Barnard determined their naturé 
and cataloged over 300 dark lanes and 
areas of the Milky Way. He photographed 
many for his beautiful Atlas of the Milky 
Way. 

Barnard decided that such dark mark- 
ings must be caused by great masses of 
obscuring matter. They could not be 
holes in the Milky Way as had been sup- 
posed—could not be channels between us 
and the stars. It is not reasonable that 
there could be even one tunnel, thousands 
of light-years long, pointing exactly toward 
the earth, as these seem to be. Besides 
this, random motion of stars in the course 
of time would fill in. the spaces. So it is 
reasonable to call them opaque clouds 
hiding the stars behind. The few stars be- 
tween us and the dark nebulae are fore- 
ground stars. 

That this dark matter is composed of 
fine dust is a likely supposition. If the 
nebulous material were gaseous we could 
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not see thru it. | Dark stars, planets, me- 
teors, comets, could also become obscuring 
clouds if numerous enough. Dust and 
finely divided matter has singularly great 
power of obscuring objects from one’s sight, 
as witness the efficiency of a pall of smoke, 
haze, and dust in our atmosphere. . The 
point is that a cube of divided-up matter 
has a far larger cross-section than the 
original cube and so is more effective. 
Spencer Jones claims that dust at a density 
of sboo OuNCe per square inch in cross- 
section will form a completely opaque 
cloud. So the dark nebulae hide whatever 
is behind—individual stars, large galactic 
star clusters, any extra-galactic nebulae 
that may lie back of them. 

Besides occurring as dark isolated 
regions in an otherwise starry background, 
the dark nebulae occur often as blackish 
areas against the luminous background of 
the large diffuse nebulae themselves. The 
spectacular Horsehead Nebula in Orion is 
a good example. Or they may be seen as 
dark strips around the edge of the distant 
spiral nebulae. 

Probably the nature of the dark and 
the bright nebulae is the same in general 
and perhaps a division into two classes is 
spurious. It looks as if there is a con- 
tinuous series from nebulae giving out no 
illumination, to bright ones like the Orion 
nebula. Barnard found that the dark ones 
were not completely dark by any means. 
The situation may be that dust being 
present renders an otherwise light nebula 
dark—except where the very hot stars 
manage to light it up. There cer- 
tainly a connection between the dark neb- 
ulae and stars, for the obscuring clouds are 
often situated near the stars; and dark 
clouds brighten up into visible nebulosity 
at places near the stars. 

Much is being said now about cosmic 
clouds of calcium and sodium vapor lying 
in interstellar spaces. The spectroscope 
proves it is there. The more we investi- 
gate outer space, the more we find it is 
not all empty. The interstellar gases are 
not uniformly distributed. Some astron- 
omers go so far as to say that where a 
condensation is, there we have what is 
called a nebula. Jones says that the nebulae 
are but the “visible signs of an all-pervad- 
ing gaseous matter, which for the most 
part we cannot see”’—but we can detect 
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its effects. The density of the interstella 
obscuring matter is inconceivably small, 
There may be but 6 atoms per cubic inch,’ 
whereas our best vacua leave about 100-7 
000,000,000 atoms per cubic inch when all” 
possible air is withdrawn! 
Who would believe calcium could exist 
in interstellar regions, in a gaseous state? 
Calcium is a metal with melting point of 
810° C (1490° F), so ordinarily it would 
be solid; yet spectra of the stars show the 
calcium between the stars and us is a gas, 
Water and even metals however do evap- 
orate, to an extent, molecule by molecule, 
Our own atmosphere shows sodium 
vapor in the spectrum. In this way, it is 
conceived, calcium must exist out in space, 
Recent newspaper articles have called at- 
tention to the fact that the Mt. Wilson 
astronomers have been studying the tre- 
mendous calcium clouds, that they move 
as fast as 25 miles per second, that some 
are approaching us and some retreating. 
Writing of these gigantic clouds, O'Neill 
calls them terrific blasts that are rushing 
across\the starscape, with a turbulence 
greater than anything known on earth. 
(To be continued) 
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location in the Lunar Chart indicates the 
focal point for optimism and _self-confi- 
dence. In Mussolini’s and in the U. S.A.

The South Node 
refers to conditions which create a sense 
of inferiority and of distrust of life—or 
else a peculiar, at times mediumistic, 
openness to collective images or disinte- 
grating psychic forces.

A Study of the Planet Mercury

Part V 
THE PART OF INTEGRITY 


T a most flattering verdict that can 
be given anyone is to declare him a “man 
of integrity.” This means that he does 
not cheat or steal, that he respects the 
rights of others and that he makes good 
on everything to which he commits him- 
self. Others trust him, offer him positions 
of responsibility and enable him to gain 
and hold a solid place among his fellows. 
Hence a rather happy “vicious circle” is 
set up. He gets a maximum of cooperation 
from life, and so reaps the rewards which 
enable him to continue to get what he 
wants, or to gratify his major desires, in 
ways that do not require cheating, stealing, 
overriding and grasping tactics, or im- 
moral practices. 

In contrast with such favored individuals 
are those caught up in the vicious circle 
of an altogether different sort. Like the 
dog to whom a bad name is given, it 
always seems necessary for such a man 
to make little compromises with conscience 
here and there, and to employ subterfuges 
which the person of “integrity” finds far 
beneath him. The unsuccessful individual 
is under continual necessity to curry favor 
with people around him, and, to meet 
dire necessity and perhaps even keep a 
roof over his head, may have to borrow 
money, making promises: he well knows 
he cannot fulfil in order to meet the 
moment’s pressure. 

The fact that this is really a matter far 
deeper than surface circumstances, or mere 
heredity and environment, is shown by the 
numberless times individuals will rise out 
of the most discouraging of underprivileged 
conditions, to make their spectacular way 
in the world, thus revealing an even greater 
form of personal “integrity.’\ By the same 
token the so-called privileged classes reveal 
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many cases of those who, with every 
chance or encouragement in life, yet dem- 
onstrate an ultimate lack of real integrity 
in the very fiber of their being. Even the 
most skillful astrologer may not have the 
clue at once in these exceptional cases, 
since the horoscope reveals the pattern of 
the life but does not give any necessary 
indication of theway it will be used by 
the native. Every astrological student of 
appreciable experience has known people 
with unpromising charts who have gone 
very far in life, and others of fine promise 
with which the native has done little or 
nothing. 

This proposition of “integrity” must 
therefore be seen as something other than 
a trait of character with a fixed form, to 
be bred or trained into people at will. 
Rather, a man of integrity is one who has 
the gift of integration within himself, who 
is.able to bring the various trends of his 
being into that effective functioning which 
enables him to capitalize on the best of 
his own skills and capacities, and at the 
same time to interrelate himself with his 
general environment in such a fashion that 
events move to his liking and encourage 
him in acting according to their best pos- 
sibility. 

In astrology Jupiter is the positive one 
of the two planets that make up the 
department of “soul” in human affairs, and 
Jupiter itself is pre-eminently the planet 
of “soul” in the sense that it shows how 
the individual’s character expands into 
the full flower of its own powers. In 
terms of occultism it can be said that 
Jupiter shows how the immortal spark of 
self comes out into the general realm of 
objective reality. The relationship be 
tween Jupiter and Mercury, as the special 
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planet of mind, thus should give important 
light on the capacity to give conscious 
direction to this self-emergence into the 
various situations of life, and it is here 
that the most important clue to the factor 
of integrity is to be found. The inter- 
action of “soul” and “mind” per se is the 
fact of self-integration in the purest pos- 
sible sense, hence the positive or most 
immediately important of the two Arabian 
parts created by these planets is known 
as the Part of Integrity. It is established 
by measuring the counterclockwise dis- 
tance from Jupiter to Mercury, and pro- 
jecting this counterclockwise from the 
ascendant.* 

The house and sign containing this part 
do not describe the native’s integrity in 
any static sense. The Arabian “windows 
of the mind”’ indicate the set 6f conditions 
or general perspective by which the per- 
sonality may enhance and enrich itself or, 
by the same token, depress and exhaust 
its potentials. The Part of Integrity shows 
where the particular native may most 
advantageously proceed with the task of 
a true self-ordering; the house revealing 
the focus in circumstances and the sign 
the emphasis in function. The part is of 
exceptional use to astrologers in cases of 
frustration because it shows what segment 
of life may best be strengthened as a way 
for overcoming the weakness. Individuals 
who are oversure, but who are opposed 
by their fellows and so driven into unwise 
acts by which they are defeated, can have 
their energies redirected; because the loca- 
tion of this part shows where the being 
is best able to touch itself at center. Peo- 
ple who have been driven back into them- 
selves destructively, so that they them- 
selves by their rationalization and self- 
pity are contributing to their disintegra- 
tion, can be strengthened at once by sure 
and constructively directed act, deter- 
mined astrologically by the place of this 
Part of Integrity in the horoscope.

MERCURY IN LEO—EXPANSIVENESS 


‘A Leo Mercury proposes an Eleventh 
and a Second House influence, for in this 
asterism it brightens both one’s hopes and 
secret thoughts and in fine exerts a spirit- 
ual-mental influence. 

In this fiery sheath Mercury proposes 
a generously determined, ambitious, com- 
petitive and organizing mentality. It is 
true that at times it is inclined to be 
rather too stiff and set and, especially 
when under various planetary afflictions, it 
tends toward the bombastic coupled to 
somewhat dictatorial attitudes and con- 
cepts. . 

This Mercurean position leavens the 
mind with affection, so often necessary to 
constructive thought and harmonious so- 
cial intercourse. Leo’s effect on Mercury 
is perceptibly to brighten the intellect, for 
this is one of the very best of Mercurean 
zodiacal positions, even taking into ac- 
count all possible afflictions by any planet 
whatsoever, True, in Leo Mercury inclines 
the mind to pleasure, to easy-going atti- 
tudes coupled to considerable self-indul- 
gence; in a word, Mercury in Leo becomes 
rather symbolic of the hedonist, the wor- 
shiper of pleasure for pleasure’s own sake. 
Still, there are any number of exceptions 
to this dictum as the lives of many born 
with this planetary position will show, 
though its main tendency is distinctly 
pleasure loving. But to be fond of pleasure 


is certainly no crime, just as to have a 
sensual nature should be no occasion for 
reproach, all the fulminations of orthodox 
theologians notwithstanding. 

Indeed, it seems to be the fashion among 
most writers on occult philosophy, particu- 
larly among the delineators of planetary 
positions in astrological texts, to inveigh 
against any particular love of pleasure sig- 
nified by one planetary position or another, 
as though any and all pleasure which may 
deviate ever so slightly from the regula- 
tion blue-nose Christian concepts were an 
offense against the Creator, or, in other 
words, what stuffy theologians persist in 
calling sin. It is only when pleasure reaches 
the state of abuse as against the stimula- 
tion afforded by its moderate use, or when 
its pursuit interferes with the performance 
of one’s obvious duty, or, again, when it 
is cultivated as an end in itself, that it 
takes on the aspect of that unwisdom 
which is what the theologians mean by sin. 

Mercury when posited at birth in Leo 
causes one to be strong minded though 
none the less kind hearted, and usually 
even extremely so. Here Mercury inclines 
the mind to seek executive positions and to 
make money through business enterprise 
and frequently through artistic pursuits. 
Usually the person with this position of the 
prime mental significator is fond of enter- 
tainment, is very hospitable and fond of 
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children as, too, of all the arts in their 
many ramifications. Again, this position 
of Mercury largely inclines to mental pur- 
suits, being the third asterism from the 
third, which is Gemini. In fact, it favors 
Geminian pursuits (see “Mercury In 
Gemini,” the second treatise preceding 
this) far more than it does those of Virgo 
for, especially should Mercury be afflicted 
in Leo, it makes for trouble through 
servants and employees, for heart and in- 
testinal trouble and similar sixth Sign 
matters. 

In Leo Mercury scorns to descend to 
low schemes and mean actions, despises 
lies and double-dealing, is notably out- 
spoken and quick tempered while at the 
same time kind hearted and unusually 


sympathetic. Should Mercury be afflicted © 
here it inclines the: mind to fickleness, ” 
and inconstancy, to gambling too, and to 
unsuccessful speculation. Afflicted by 
Mars or by Venus, the Moon, Neptune or 
Pluto, it proposes a sensual nature though 
not necessarily a low one. And though 
there are sensual natures that are low, 
sensuality in itself does not necessarily 
imply a low concept of living any more 
than it proposes the expression of degrad- 
ing acts, to which statement I invite the 
attention of all moralists whatsoever. For 
even sensuality contributes its mite to the 
progress of the race, unless one’s ideal be 
the sort of wooden-faced and sterile for- 
malism which is apotheosized in the plas- 
ter saint or the scrubby philosopher.

MERCURY 
“I find, by experience, that the mind and the body are more than 
married, for they are most intimately united; and when the one

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Pe Gebhardt and his young 
friend, Paul Erlich, were again seated in 
the professor’s little study. ‘Well, Paul,” 
said the professor, “we have considered 
primitive astrology and its development, 


_the astrology of the Hebrews, and Egyptian 


astrology, which, after all, was simply a 
tracing of the science as originally de- 
veloped by the ancient Chaldeans. Now, 
if you’re still interested, I will bring it a 
little more up-to-date with some of the 
high-lights of Hindu astrology, and how it 
is practiced today in ‘mother India.’ 

‘Although Europeans have been in con- 
tact with India for more than three cen- 
turies,” continued the professor, “it is only 
within comparatively recent times that 
authentic details have been obtained in 
regard to the people who dwell in this 
vast country, and whose ancient civiliza- 
tion, original methods of government 
manners, customs and creeds are, never- 
theless, so worthy of notice. 

“It is impossible to doubt for a moment 
that science and art flourished there at a 
time when our most civilized countries of 
the West were still groping in the darkness 
of ignorance. The various forms of Hindu 
institutions, both political and social, their 
knowledge of mathematics, their systems of 
metaphysics and ethics had long ago made 
India famous beyond her borders, and the 
renown of Hindu philosophies had even 
then circled the globe. 

“The ancient history of their country is, 
however, enshrouded in chimera and fable, 
and much incoherence and obscurity pre- 
vails in their written records, the most 
popular and best-known of which are the 
Ramayana, the Bhagavata, and the Mahab- 
harata, the three great Hindu Epic Poems. 

“Here also, the information in regard to 
dates. events, duration of the different 
dynasties, the heroes and their prowess in

war, the revolutions which occurred in the 
country and the circumstances which led 
to them, discoveries and progress in the- 
arts and sciences, in fact all the most 
interesting features of history, are buried 
under a mass of fable. 

“However interesting these sciences, 
arts, religions and philosophies may be, 
we must, however, attempt to adhere closely 
to our subject, J yotisha-sastram or Astrol- 
ogy, considering only so much of the other 
subjects as may be necessary to under- 
stand better the art of /ata-karma or Horo- 
scope-writing, as it is practiced by the 
Gurus or Masters, and the Purohkitas, or 
Astrologers. 

“A word is necessary in regard to the 
caste system, which has rigidly prevailed 
in India from remote antiquity. The word 
‘caste’ is derived from the Portuguese, but 
the Sanskrit word is ‘varna,’ meaning 
‘color.’ ‘Caste’ is the usual European 
designation for the different classes into 
which the people are divided. The god 
Brahma, to whom is attributed the creation 
of the world, is said to have established the 
system when he peopled the earth. 

“The usual and most ancient classifica- 
tions are Brahmana, or Brahmins, the first 
and most distinguished rank, product of the 
brain of Brahma, whose varna is white, 
and whose functions and prerogatives are 
the priesthood and its various duties; the 
Kshatriyas, product of the shoulders of 
Brahma, whose varna is red, and who per- 
form military service in all its branches; 
the Vaisyas, or landholders and merchants, 
who, in addition, pursue the vocations of 
cattle buying and agriculture, produet of 
the belly of Brahma, and whose varna is 
yellow. The fourth and lowest caste are 
the Sudras, or cultivators and menials, 
product of the feet of Brahma, whose 
varna is black. 
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» ““The Sudras are by far the most numer- 
ous of the four main castes, and, added 
to the Pariahs or out-casts, represent at 
least nine-tenths of the total. inhabitants. 
Each of'the four main casts are subdivided 
into many others, the total number of 
which is difficult to determine for the sub- 
divisions often yary according to locality, 
and a sub-caste existing in one province 
is not necessarily found in another. 

“The castes themselves are divided into 
two sects, Siva-bhaktas and Vishnu-bhak- 
tas, and all the inhabitants of the lower’ 
castes are divided (‘split’ may be a better 
description) into two factions—Right-hand 
and Left-hand. 

“Each caste and sect has its own Gurus, 
‘Masters’ or ‘Guides’ (parents are known 
as maha-gurus, or ‘masters of their fam- 
ilies,’ kings or rajahs are called the gurus 
of their kingdoms or provinces, and mas- 
ters are the gurus of their servants), all of 
which, however, are not invested with equal 
authority, as a sort of hierarchy exists 
among them. A guru belonging to one sect 
or caste has no authority over any other 
sect or caste. Neither his prasadam, or 


blessing, nor his curse, would carry any 
weight with them—and it is very rarely 


that a guru oversteps the limits of his own 
jurisdiction. 

“The guru proper is really a priest, those 
of the sect of Vishnu being called Vaish- 
navas, and those of the sect of Siva are 
Pandarams, or Jangamas. They are sup- 
posed to have made pilgrimages to all the 
sacred places, such as Bénares, Kedaram 
and Sringeri; performed ablutions in all the 
sacred rivers, such as the Ganges, the 
Indus and the Kistna; have bathed in all 
the sacred springs and tanks, such as the 
Surya-pushkarani and the Chandra-push- 
karani; visited all the sacred deserts and 
woods, such as Neimisha-aranya and Goch- 
aranya, and left foot-prints in them. 

“The purohitas are the real astrologers 
of India. Almost without exception a spe- 
cially educated Brahmin or Sudra, there is 
‘at least one to be found in every village. 
He usually enjoys a maniam, or free grant 
of land, and his prerogatives are many and 
varied. 

“The purohitas date back to very an- 
cient times. To them is due credit for 
having preserved from destruction all the 
books of history and science that have 


survived the many revolutions and internal 
disturbances by which the country has so 
often been convulsed. In fact, they and — 
the gurus share the duty of preserving in- — 
tact the ancient customs, and it is they who 
are loudest in condemning any who might 
be so rash as to violate them. ° 

“Among the duties or prerogatives of the 
purohitas are: to designate fortunate or 
unfortunate days on which to begin an 
undertaking or expedition; to avert, by 
mantrams and suitable prayers the un& 
favorable aspects and other unfortunate 
indications of the planets and elements; to 
purify persons who have become unclean; 
to give names to newly-born children and 
draw their horoscopes; to bless new houses, 
wells and tanks; to purify dwellings and 
temples which have become polluted; to 
animate idols and install in them their 
particular deities by the power of the 
mantrams—these are but a few of the 
duties which come within the province of 
a purohita, whose services are indispensable. 

“In India, Astrology is of course an ac- 
cepted science and the purohita is con- 
sulted by all, from the lowest to the highest. 
Those attached to the households of princes 
and persons of rank go every morning and 
announce to the head of the household, to 
his state elephant, and to his idols, each in 
their turn, all that the planets and signs 
seem to portend for that particular day. 

“Should the prince wish to hunt, walk, 
entertain or engage in any undertaking of 
any nature, the purohita is consulted, and, 
if the signs are unpropitious, the contem- 
plated undertaking is usually postponed. 

“In large temples, a purohita is specially 
retained to read to the idols every morning 
his predictions for that day, as interpreted 
by him from the ephemeris or almanac. 

“An ephemeris is of course an absolute 
necessity to every purohita, just as it is 
to every astrologer. The combination Hindu 
calendar and ephemeris is known by the 
name of panchangam, meaning ‘Five 
Members,’ because it contains information 
in regard to five leading subjects—the age 
of the Moon in the month, the constella- 
tion in which the moon is situated on each 
particular day (the Lunar Zodiac), the day 
of the week, the eclipses, and the positions 
of the various planets. 

“Fortunate and unfortunate days are 
also indicated, as, for: instance, those on 
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which a person may travel toward one of 


the four cardinal points (according to their 
belief one who could today travel safely 
toward the north would probably be over- 
taken by misfortune if he attempted to 
travel toward the south). 

“The panchangam Brahmin is one who, 
by studying the almanac, is also able to 
determine propitious or unpropitious days 
or times. He secures his livelihood by going 
certain rounds day after day on a kind 
of route from house to house, declaring the 
condition of things and answering such 
questions as are propounded, receiving in 
return a dole, consisting usually of a bit 
of grain. 

“He is not held in much respect by the 
people of his own caste, but is looked up 
to by those of lower castes, and is from 
time to time particularly consulted by his 
constituents when they wish to know a 
propitious period for any undertaking. He 
is usually a Smartha by sect. That is, he 
is really a worshiper of Siva and wears the 
mark of that god, but at the same time he 
respects and worships Vishnu so as to 
retain the good-will of that god also. 

“Purohitas or astrologers play impor- 
tant parts in the feasts occurring during the 
year, of which there are eighteen cele- 
brated. The more important are: 

“Ugadi, the name given to the Telugu 
New Year’s Day, which falls on the day 
of the new moon of the month of. March. 
During this celebration’, the purohita sum- 
mons all the principal inhabitants of the 
neighborhood to his residence and there 
announces who will be king of the gods and 
king of the stars for the year; who will 
be prime ministers, and who will command 
the army (this item is now more theory than 
fact); who will be the god of the harvest 
and what crops will be most plentiful. 

“He also foretells whether the seasons 
will be wet or dry, and whether locusts or 
other insects will, or will not, attack and 
devour the young plants; whether the in- 
sects and vermin (which eternally disturb 
the repose of the poor Hindu) will be more 
or less troublesome, more or less numerous; 
whether it is to be a healthy or unhealthy 
year; whether there will be more deaths 
than births, whether there will be peace or 
war—if war, from what quarter the coun- 
try will be threatened. who will be vic- 
torious, and so on. 


“It is peculiar, but nevertheless true, that 
those who ridicule the purohita and his 
predictions are the very first to consult 
him if personally threatened with calamity 
or the country threatened by famine or 
drought—thus powerful is the influence 
which he wields. Not only the Hindus, but 
Mohammedans, native Christians, half- 
castes, and many luropeans, consult a 
purohita regularly. 

“The other more important feasts are: 
Siva-rati, or Night of Siva, at the time 
of the new moon in the month of Febru- 
ary; the Festiva] of Gauri, in honor of the 
wife of Siva, held at the time of the new 
moon in September; the feast of Maha- 
navami, or Desara, dedicated to the mem- 
ory of all ancestors, held at the new moon 
of October, at which time is also held the 
aguda-puja, or sacrifice to arms. The 
Deepavali, or Feast of the Lamps, dedi- 
cated to Fire, is held at the end of Novem- 
ber or beginning of December. Nagara- 
panchami, another great feast, is celebrated 
at the beginning of February, in honor 
of snakes, especially the most venomous 
species, such as the cobra, or nagara. 

“One of the most wildly celebrated feasts 
is the Pongul, also known as the Maka- 
Sankranti, and is the occasion of great 
rejoicing, for two reasons. One is that 
the month preceding the Pongul, which 
was entirely made up of unfortunate days, 
has at last passed, and the other is be- 
cause the month which follows it must in- 
variably consist entirely of fortunate days. 

“The Pongul always takes place during 
the winter solstice, the time when the sun, 
having completed its course through the 
southern hemisphere, turns to the north 
again and returns to visit the people of 
India. The feast lasts three days, called 
Bhogi-pongul (Pongul of Joy), Surya- 
pongul (Pongul of the Sun), and on the 
third day is the pongul of the cows—sacred 
to the Hindus. 

“The Hindu astrologer makes use of 
many mantrams, which are more or less 
standardized prayers or consecrated for- 
mulus, for invocation, evocation, or as 
spells. They may be either preservative 
or destructive, beneficient or malefic, salu- 
tary or harmful, and are considered so 
potent that, so the Hindus feel, they can 
enchain the powers of the very gods them- 
selves. 
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© Phere is no effect that the mantrams 
“ate not capable of producing. Through 


them an evil spirit can be made to take . 


possession of one, or can be exercised. 
They can inspire with hate or love, cause 
illness or cure it, induce death or preserve 
life, or even cause death to a whole family 
or army. Fortunately, one mantram can 
counteract the effect of another, the 
stronger overcoming the weaker. 

“The purohitas are more familiar with 
these mantrams than are any other class of 
Hindus, and when one fails to take effect 
or bring about the desired results, they 
reply that the failure must be attributed to 
the Kali-yuga, or the Fourth Age of the 
World, in which we are now living—a 
veritable age of iron, when everything has 
degenerated—a period of calamities and 
disasters, when virtue has ceased to rule 
the Earth. 

“The most famous and the most effica- 
cious mantram is the one for taking away 
sin, which all Hindus fear—the power of 
which is so great that the very gods tremble 
at it. This mantram is called the gavyatri, 
and is so ancient that the Vedas themselves 
were born from it. Only a Brahmin has a 
lawful right to recite it, and he must pre- 
pare himself beforehand by other prayers 
and by the most profound meditation. He 
must always repeat it in a low voice, and 
take the greatest care that he is not over- 
heard by. a Sudra, or even his own wife. 
The following are the words of this famous 
mantram: 

‘Tat savitur varenyam bhargo devasya 
Dhimami dhivo yo nah prachodayat,’ 
the translation of which is; ‘Let us worship 
the supreme Light of the Sun, the God 
of all things, who can so well guide our 
understanding, like an eye suspended in 

the vault of Heaven.’ 

“Tt is evident that the Light alluded to is 
the Supreme Creator, although it might 
also appear to mean the Sun. It is not easy 
to determine upon just what its superior 
sanctity is founded, unless it may have at 
one time communicated, although in am- 
biguous language, the secret of the real 
nature of God to the initiated, when the 
material sun was the popular object of 
worship. 

“When a Hindu woman begins to feel the 
pangs of child-birth, a midwife or the hus- 
band is immediately summoned, so that 


someone will be near to carefully note the © 
day of the month, the day of the week, the © 
star of the day, the yoga, the karana, the ~ 
hour, and the exact moment when the — 
child is born. And so that no detail may 
be forgotten, it is put down in writing. 

“On the twelfth day after the birth of 
the child it is named, in what is called 
the Nama-karma, or ‘naming-ceremony.’ 
The house having been duly purified, the 
father of the child invites his relatives and 
friends to be present at the ceremonies 
and the feast which invariably follows. 

“When assembled, the guests go all to- 
gether to perform their ablutions. On their 
return, they first of all offer the sacrifice 
to Fire, called ‘homam,’ in honor of the 
planets. Then the father of the child, hold- 
ing it in his arms, seats himself on a 
small raised platform of earth and per- 
forms the sam-kapla, or chief preparatory 
ceremony, consisting of meditations. 

“By the side of the purohita, or astrolo- 
ger, is a copper dish full of rice. With the 
first finger of his right hand, in which he 
holds a gold ring, he writes on this rice 
the day of the moon, the name of the day, 
and the name of the constellation or sign 
under which the child was born, and finally, 
the name that is to be given him. He 
then calls the child by this name three 
times in a loud voice. He then reads the 
child’s natal horoscope aloud, after which 
presents are distributed by the father to 
the guests and the ceremony is ended. 

“When the child is six months old, he is 
weaned, called the anna-prasana, or ‘food- 
giving ceremony,’ and three years after his 
birth there is the chaula, or ‘head-shaving 
ceremony,’ in both of which the astrologer 
also plays an important part. 

‘All Brahmins wear a thin cord, called 
yagnopavitam, hung from the left shoul- 
der and falling to the right hip. It is com- 
posed of three stands of cotton, represent- 
ing the three principal divinities, Brahma, 
Vishnu, and Siva, and each strand is com- 
posed of nine threads, representing the 
nine more important gods. 

“*The Investiture of the Triple Cord,’ 
upanayana, or ‘Introduction to Knowledge,’ 
takes place at any time when a child is be- 
tween the age of five and nine. March, 
April, May and June are usually the most 
favorable months for the ceremony. Four

General Indications 


fo staccato developments in world 
affairs in July, the swiftness of tempo, and 
the general mobility of all operations, are 
indicated by the rapid progress of Mercury 
through the last third of Gemini, all of 
Cancer, and two thirds of Leo, within thé 
short span of thirty-one days. The empha- 
sis is on action, brilliantly coordinated 
action, with a plan and a purpose, for 
Mercury and the Sun make thirteen of the 
seventeen aspects that will culminate in 
July. Venus and Mars figure in the other 
four, hence news developments are on the 
level of concrete and measurable accom- 
plishment, of expediency, on the level of 
getting a necessary job (probably begun 
under the Aries Mars) pushed through to- 
wards a satisfactory conclusion. 

There are five conjunctions (curiously, 
all formed by Sun and Mercury configu- 
rated with Jupiter and Pluto), six sextiles, 
five squares and only one trine, yet the 
trine dominates the picture, for it is held 
through the entire month. The sustained 
trine between Mars and Venus can be most 
effective to the side that holds the initia- 
tive, the side in a position to forge ahead 
in a steadily mounting momentum toward 
definite and realizable objectives. | For 
Mars is quite simply doing, going after 
something, and Venus is both the support 
or supply for that doing, and the tangible 
results and rewards of the enterprise. This 
trine, exact on the 7th, is first “set” with 
Venus in the fixed, ardent, crusading Leo,

and Mars, at his fighting best in Aries, 
then is maintained as Venus moves into 
the competent, no-nonsense Virgo, the sign 
of essential supply, while Mars proceeds 
into Taurus, with its steady follow- 
through and tank-like ‘bludgeoning and 
staying power. 

There is great promise of essential prog- 
ress to the practical-minded in July, for the 
Sun, too, is magnificently aspected, pick- 
ing up the actively coordinating Mercury) 
to sextile Neptune, then to conjoin Jupiter 
and sextile Uranus at the month’s end, 
These-solar aspects relate the tangible net 
guins of the month to a wider strategy. 
Remote though the ultimate end may still 
be, the long-sighted will see in the mounting 
dynamics of July hints of that saner order 
which is at least the astrological indication 
of the recurrent trines of Uranus and Nep- 
tune-under which the world conflict is being 
fought. We may not see in July the end 
of that new beginning which was made in 
June, for the Mars-Venus trine carries well 
into August, but we shall see what was 
started in June pushed a very long way 
forward. 

It is fitting that Jupiter should move 
into Leo on July Ist to set the tone for a 
month that will not be too busy changing 
the face of the world to overlook the value 
of dramatic effect. Indeed, even the squares 
of the period (with one, possibly two, 
important exceptions) contribute rather to 
drama (in so far as exaggeration and over- 
emphasis make for drama) than to the 
break-up and realignment of forces. There 
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is little of real crisis implicit in the vaguely 
” square of Mercury to Neptune 
on the Sth, in Mars’ reckless and extrava- 
gant square to Jupiter on the 10th, or the 
controversial Mercury-square-Mars on the 
26th. These aspects are all on the side of 
fluidity, carrying out the over-all theme of 
the Mars-Venus trine, erring rather on the 
side of over-instrumentation, and scorning 
thrift and restraint. The ballyhoo which 
is likely to accompany the weighty achieve- 
ments of July is understandable, and not 
without propaganda value, drawing those 
on the home front, as well as those actively 
engaged in the main actions, into full par- 
ticipation with rapidly moving events. 
The New Moon governing the month of 
July is in Cancer (food will indeed be in 
the forefront of the world mind), and the 
center of a tightly knit pattern with weight 
in the mobile Gemini on the one side and 
in the ardent and inspiring Leo on the 
other. Mars, in the indomitable and trail- 
blazing Aries, is leading, supported by the 
trine of a Leo Venus, and carrying the 
dynamics of the pattern, under “sealed 
orders,” if one may put it that way, from 


Neptune in Virgo, flanking the planetary 
pattern at the other end. 


Here is the 
suggestion that the combatants may never 
lose sight of the larger social purposes 
which give the whole struggle its meaning. 
The quincunx aspect between Mars and 
Neptune (exact on the 6th) is a significant 
reminder of the all-important Mars-Nep- 
tune opposition in late May; it is an 8th 
house aspect, and symbolic on the one 
hand of the cosmic transition to a new 
level of activity, and on the other, of the 
material cooperation, the pooled resources 
which make a truly heroic effort possible. 

The Full Moon of the 17th is climactic 
from several points of view. Just before 
going to the Full, the Moon makes a grand 
trine in earth signs, pointing up the Mars- 
Venus trine, and the Full Moon chart itself 
dramatizes the organizing and politically 
realistic genius behind the month’s signifi- 
cant developments. This chart throws into 
bold relief the two news-making squares of 
the period—the first, that of Venus to 
Uranus, which measures not only to the 
originality with which the supply problem 
is being handled, and to revolutionary 
financial methods, but more specifically to 
a possible startling development in state 


affairs where women are politically promi- ~ 
nent, and the second, the head-on collision ~ 
of Mars and Pluto, marking a high point, 
a desperately contested stage of the con- 
flict, accompanied also, perhaps, by internal 
clashes and revolt in the countries where 
the action is centered. The trine of the 
two planets involved in these dynamic 
squares seems to indicate the very positive 
contribution their accompanying upheavals 
may make toward ultimate order, especially 
when it is seen that Mercury and the Sun 
move thereafter to fine aspects of Neptune, 
Uranus, and the month’s-end conjunction 
with Jupiter and Pluto, cosmically under- 
scored by the Sun’s partial Eclipse. 


United States 


The Lunation falls within three degrees 
of the United States’ Sun. The 15th de- 
gree of Leo rises in the wheel for the event 
at Washington (the Nadis of the U. S. 
chart), the symbol for which is a “great 
American carnival, Mardi Gras at New 
Orleans.” Taken with the emphasis of 
the nation’s stellium in Cancer (the tran- 
siting Sun-Mercury conjunction is on natal 
Mercury at the Full Moon), this looks as 
if July were very much America’s show, 
demonstrating to all the world, as in a 
carnival or World’s Fair, her youthful 
strength and vast resources. That she 
will be acting in close concert with her 
British allies is indicated by the fact that 
the rising degree is that of Mr. Churchill’s 
Uranus. 

The spotlight on interior affairs is on 
finance. Since at this writing, Congress is 
laboring to rush through a pay-as-you-go 
tax plan that will satisfy both the people 
and the administration, it may be working 
by July, as originally planned, and with 
surprising smoothness, to judge by the 
fine aspects of Mercury and the lights at 
the Full Moon. Although the United 
States is busy with problems of her do- 
mestic economy, she is at the same time 
pouring her resources into the war theatres. 

The responsibility involved in admini- 
strating this power and these resources is 
dramatically indicated by the fact that 
President Roosevelt’s Saturn is the mid- 
heaven degree of the New Moon chart, and 
his Neptune-Jupiter at the midheaven in 
the chart for the Full Moon. The presi- 
dent’s political sense, marked by the exact 








natal square of Saturn to Venus and its 
sextile to the Cancer Moon, is brought out 
in some spectacular way by the transit of 
Mars in early Taurus, the Full Moon Mars 
being directly over the President’s Saturn, 
and vitalizing these close natal aspects. 
Political developments abroad, as well as 
affairs at home, call for the exercise of a 
good deal of judgment, since decisions 
made in July will probably be felt for a 
long time. Foreign diplomacy and the do- 
mestic issues may vie with war news for 
space in the headlines. 

Mars, which is a 9th house singleton 
West in the Lunation figure, is exactly on 
the cusp of the natal 12th house (for the 
U. S.), square Pluto in the 9th and Mer- 
curcury in the natal 3rd. July may well 
call for a terrific sacrifice, perhaps around 
the time of the transiting square of Mars 
and Pluto (the 17th), especially since the 
Full Moon figure shows Saturn (on radical 
Mars) at the cusp of the 11th, and the 
Lights themselves on the 12th and the 
6th for Washington. In domestic affairs, 


restrictive legislation affecting men in in- 
dustry everywhere apparently is slated for 
the nation’s lawbooks. Such legislation will 
not pass unchallenged; a 


test case may 
well ca!l for a review by the Supreme 
Court. 

Some prominent Americans whose charts 
are highlighted by the current Lunation 
are General MacArthur, General Stilwell, 
General Arnold, General Patton, Sec. Knox, 
Paul McNutt, Donald Nelson, Sec. Stim- 


son, and Governor Dewey. 
Great Britain 


Mr. Churchill’s Mars rises in the Luna- 
tion chart for London, and the 7th house 
transiting Mars is very close to his natal 
Neptune. The London chart is entirely 
above the horizon and Venus emphasizes 
the 11th cusp. This chart is clearly a pic- 
ture of carrying the fight to the other fel- 
low’s territory, for the chart seems highly 
favorable to Britain’s interests, both on 
the diplomatic front and the field of battle. 

While the Full Moon is very close to the 
meridian axis, the 9th and 12th cusps are 
accented by Saturn and Neptune. The 
Moon holds the lower half of the wheel as 
a singleton, close enough to the 4th cusp to 
focus attention at this point—the home 


front. A serious shipping situation may 
develop by mid-July, yet the good aspect — 
of the Moon to Neptune indicates the pos- 
sibility of getting around the difficulty in 
some new and mysterious way. The air 
war intensifies, and is costly, but achieves 
its ends. The chart as a whole is encour- 
aging, as Mr. Churchill’s Jupiter rises in 
the Full Moon figure. 

Generals Alexander and Montgomery 
may be given opportunity in July to add 
to their laurels. The rising Uranus of Gen. 
Montgomery suggests that he can demon- 
strate his military genius in the summer’s 
operations as brilliantly as in the African 
campaign. 

Saturn and Mercury on Anthony Eden’s 
natal Sun-Neptune may impose heavier 
burdens upon this stateman’s shoulders; 
the responsibility is great, yet so is the 
opportunity. 


Europe 


The Full Moon is exactly on the 
meridian ‘for Madrid, even closer than iff 
the London chart. Both this country and 
Franco stand to gain by sliding quietly 
from under the Axis yoke, even if a tech- 
nical neutrality is maintained. 

Events in Holland may be moving rap- 
idly to a climax. Here the charts of the 
Queen and of the Crown Princess Juliana 
bear watching. The Queen has a progressed 
New Moon this year and the Princess 
Juliana a progressed Full Moon. More- 
over, progressed Mercury changes direc- 
tion in 1943, on the Ascendant of the 
Crown Princess’ chart, and this measures 
to an epochal change in the life, as does 
the progressed Full Moon. The ephemeral 
Full Moon for July occurs on the nation’s 
natal Venus, and on Queen Wilhelmina’s 
natal Moon. These charts are strongly 
highlighted through the crucial summer 
months. 

Jupiter is at the midheaven in the chart 
for Berlin, and Mercury on the cusp of the 
9th. Mars is but three degrees from the 
7th, and on Hitler’s 7th house Mercury. 
The Lunation is intercepted in the 9th. 
This is a fighting chart, indicating that 
there is still offensive power in the forces 
of the enemy, and that Nazi Germany is 
putting up as much of a fight for her pres- 
tige as for more tangible stakes. 
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Mars is even closer to the 7th in the 
chart for Rome, and Jupiter is at the MC. 
It could be, considering the forthcoming 
eclipse on Mussolini’s Sun, that Germany 
might “take over’ Italy to bolster her 
vulnerable southern European frontiers. 

Pluto holds the MC in the Lunation 
figure for Stockholm, and Mercury is on 
the 9th. Should necessity arise, Hitler may 
be as careless of Swedish neutrality as of 
that of any other country in his way, if 
Sweden’s roads and communication facili- 
ties can contribute to the swift movement 
of his armies. 

Since the Full Moon figure is not em- 
phasized in any important way, one might 
assume that the brave show at the month’s 
beginning loses momentum, but the hold 
Germany may have on Italy is not likely 
to be relaxed, with Hitler’s Sun on the 7th 
cusp of the Full Moon chart for Rome. 

The charts for Norway indicate a good 
deal of underground activity as Neptune 
holds the 12th cusp; here the Full Moon 
chart is more important. Norway’s Sun 
and Mercury are rising at the Full Moon 
chart, and the King’s Neptune is exactly 
on the 7th. The crucial change for this 
nation may not come before the Leo eclipse 
(which need not, of course, work on the 
date of its occurrence; it might measure to 
events that anticipate the eclipse, or that 
follow months afterward). 


Russia 


The New Moon chart .for Russia is 
testimony to her increased prestige, for 
Venus in Leo is on the MC. Neptune is 
on the 11th, and.Uranus on the 8th. Rus- 
sia’s role in this Neptunian war may at 
last be clarified, and her ability to make 
masterly use of her own and of contributed 
resources demonstrated in no _ uncertain 
way. The singleton Mars in the 6th indi- 
cates that the prestige she now enjoys is 
solidly earned. The Lunation is in the 
regenerative 8th, yet throws to the 9th; 
Russia may at last be ready to lay her 
cards upon the conference table, and her 
reserve and aloofness give way to a much 
freer interchange with her allies. This is 
even more strongly brought out in the 
chart for the Full Moon which is exactly 
on the 3rd and 9th. Venus still holds the 
MC, the degree of Premier Stalin’s Uranus. 
It is possible there may be a development 


here in relations with Japan. The Russo- 
Japanese neutrality pact was undertaken 
with Mars in 7 plus of Aquarius; with the 
August eclipse opposing this point and 
transiting Mars forming the square, the 
treaty is under challenge during July and 
August. 

So far as Germany is. concerned, Hitler’s 
Mars-Venus on the 7th cusp of the Russian 
chart, while Stalin’s Uranus is at the MC, 
bodes ill for the invader. Russia appears 
to be in a position to make an even more 
outstanding contribution than heretofore to 
United Nations’ cause. The 9th and 3rd 
houses so strongly marked point to pos- 
sible summer conference with other allied 
leaders. 


The Middle East 


The Lunation chart for Turkey (and 
for neighboring Cypress), ties these charts 
closely with the Russian figure, though the 
Full Moon charts in both cases are far 
more significant than the New Moon. The 
horizon for the Full Moon figure is the 
Ascendant of Russia’s natal wheel. It is 
possible that Russia may be made more 
accessible through this trap door into the 
Festung Europa, 

Although the Middle East is more 
sharply highlighted astrologically, a suc- 
cessful thrust at the eastern Mediterranean 
might swing some of the Balkan states 
into the Russian sphere, for Uranus in 
King Boris’ chart rises at the Lunation for 
Sofia. 


The Far East 


The chart for Tokyo is “under the earth” 
except for an intercepted 7th house Nep- 
tune. The horizon at the New Moon 
wheel is the degree of the February 19th 
lunar eclipse. It is a pattern of vulner- 
ability to attack, as‘indicated by the pres- 
ence of Saturn on the cusp of the 4th of the 
Full Moon chart; the wheel is definitely 
weighted by the 4th house Saturn and 7th 
house Neptune. Japan is not in a position 
to take the initiative, unless her opponents 
leave her an opening. The figure suggests 
a tightening and ever more crippling ring. 
The Chungking Lunation has a singleton 
Mars in the changeful and mobile 3rd. The 
Lunation is in the sign on the 7th. There 
is a definite suggestion of movement, of 
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spiritual resource in this chart, a sugges- 
tion that builds to an angular Jupiter (at 
the 7th) at the Full Moon. Jupiter on 
the 7th may indicate not only a diplomatic 
triumph of some sort, but, more impor- 
tantly, a break in the iron ring that has 
held this nation virtually isolated from the 
needed supplies and other aid her allies 
might have given her. July may give 
China and her allies the long-awaited 
opportunity, 

In the South Pacific, the transfer from 
one base of operations to another, as events 
dictate, seems to be indicated by the exact 
coincidence of Mercury with the cusp of 
the 4th in the Lunation chart for the New 
Guinea area. The Full Moon figure trans- 
fers interest to Neptune on the 7th cusp; 
there is the suggestion that in the fortunes 
of war in the south Pacific, the Americans 
may find many strange bedfellows. In any 
case, guile is one of their strongest 
weapons; the lessons they have learned in 
jungle camouflage and stealthy movement 
may keep not only the enemy, but the 
press correspondents guessing. 

Dutch Harbor is even more emphasized ; 
the 12th degree of Gemini rises, not only 
the degree of the U.S. Ascendant, but one 
so heavily accented by Lunations and Mars- 
Saturn squares. The Full Moon chart is 
even more strikingly accented. Saturn 
rises, within half a degree of the Ascendant. 
Much action may be concentrated or based 
at this point, and this taken in concert 
with the South Pacific chart, suggests the 
fascinating possibility of accelerated action 
at both ends of the Pacific. 


Latin-America 


Mexico is the only country to the south 
of us, with the entire pattern on the eastern 
half of the wheel at the New Moon. 
Saturn is exactly on the cusp of the 12th, 
which focuses attention on matters of in- 
ternal adjustment. The Full Moon falls 
across the horizon axis, indicating that 
important developments in July are here 
to be expected. Mexico is likely to take a 
decisive role in the summer phase of the 
war. 

The Mars emphasis in the other South 
American charts focuses interest on ship- 
ping and export problems. Argentina is 
the most heavily accented at both the New 


arid Full Moon. Transiting Pluto and 
Pres. Castillo’s Uranus are rising. An 
inner upheaval and adjustment in that — 
country may focus the world’s attention on 


Argentina’s spensorship of a new and | 


realistic foreign policy. 

Brazil, too, is heavily accented at the 
New Moon. Uranus is at the MC, and 
the eclipse degree of February 19th rises, 
Neptune, a singleton below the horizon, 
seems to indicate the world role this great 
country may be called upon to fill, a role 
which is to her ultimate economic advan- 
tage and prestige. Strategic Uruguay, too, 
comes into the news strongly as Uranus” 
appears at the MC of the Full Moon chart. ~ 

The sharpening of Chilean objectives 
(Uranus on the 11th), perhaps a dramatic 
new policy, may testify to the political 
foresight of Chile’s governing representa- 
tives. Jupiter rises in the chart for San- 
tiago at the Full Moon, It is interesting 
to note also that the Moon-Saturn opposi- 
tion in President Rios’ chart is transited by 
the Moon’s Nodes, and the Full Moon of 
July transits the nodes in his natal chart. 
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Shall not reap.”

BF ny is a month to give even the most 
dispirited a lift: the expansive Jupiter 
enters Leo, where he can spread himself 
in truly lordly magnificence; Venus flirts 
with Mars all month; Mercury flits swiftly 
through three signs; the Sun is active and 
beautifully aspected. Since Mercury sets 
the pace, the tempo is fast; Jupiter sup- 
plies the dynamics and the color; Venus 
and Mars keep things moving towards 
highly satisfactory results; and the Sun, 
as the radiating center of the whole works, 
is most productively on the job. It’s a 
brave show and there’s little excuse for 
anyone not getting on the bandwagon and 
having just about the best time these 
stressful and exciting periods afford. 

Everything immediately goes on a grand 
scale the moment Jupiter slips on the 
handsome mantle of the Sun. It must 
be admitted he wears it well, with a dash 
and a swagger, which only the envious 
will call a strut. Indeed, he wears it al- 
most better than’ the Sun himself. At 
least he’s more likely to call attention to 
those leonine qualities which attract the 
applause of the multitude. Not he to hide 
his light under a bushel! If there’s some- 
thing heroic afoot, beat the drums; call 
out the populace; there’s inspiration for 
all in the gaudy spectacle. Even skeptics 
will admit there’s nothing wrong with a 
grandstand play so long as what’s put on 
display is worthy of respect and admira- 
tion. So go ahead and enjoy the assur- 
ance of Jupiter in Leo—a heady potion; 
glory in spectacular deeds well done, or 
bask in the reflected glory of those close 
to you, earning the right (we hope) to 
walk the earth like gods. ‘ 

It’s all high, wide and handsome; one 
can afford to be generous; confidence soars 
and will not be shaken; pride goeth .. . 
well, if it’s a solid pride in real achieve- 
ment, and goes hand in hand with worthy 
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ideals, there’s no reason for it to take a 
tumble. Besides, Jupiter must pull the 
world with him to new levels of hope, for 
Pluto is close by, and he may play his 
part well, for Saturn, the only force that 
can cramp his style, is friendly in Gemini, 

Nor could the ingress into Leo be made 
at a more opportune time. With the activi- 
ties of even the “little people” keyed up 
to a pitch of high drama, the papers full 
of stories of spectacular heroism, and the 
boys looking their very handsomest in 
their spruce uniforms —the humdrum 
hasn't a ghost of a chance. No ifs or 
buts or maybes will be tolerated; one 
has to be sure of himself or put up a 
pretty good bluff; the mouse had better 
learn to talk, to think, even to roar once 
in a while, like a lion. 

The world will have a shine on it, and 
this romantic strain is carried into every 
level and into every activity of practical 
life by the sustained trine of Mars and 
Venus, exact on the 7th, with Venus in 
the last degree of Leo and Mars in the 
last degree of Aries. Though both planets 
then proceed into Virgo and Taurus re- 
spectively, the ardent and dramatic color 
of the Fire trine persists. Venus in Virgo 
considered alone may be diffident, con- 
scientious and critical, with her nose in 
a book at one extreme, at another, so me- 
ticulous a housekeeper, one is afraid to let 
go and just /ive in her too coldly perfect 
domain. What becomes of her scruples 
when she is swept off her feet by the 
dazzling revolutionary Uranus (square on 
the 16th), and Mars has her dated up all 
month? Granted the Taurus Mars can 
be self-intent, plodding, jealous of his 
possessions, inarticulate and reserved, re- 
sentful sometimes, and smouldering with 
feelings he doesn’t always understand him- 
self, he’s more likely to break out in a 
rash under a square to Jupiter (on the 
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' 10th), the while Venus in Virgo for the 
rest of the time keeps him happy, well 
cared for, and safe (on a leash). 

The old books may tell you that Venus 
in Virgo and Mars in Taurus are not at 
their happiest; that Venus in Virgo is 
inhibited, self-conscious and difficult to 
please, and Mars in Taurus surly, jealous, 
with a chip on his shoulder, not above 
going after things to own just so he can 
keep them away from somebody else. This 
may be true under other circumstances, 
but not when Jupiter in Leo puts a premium 
on free enterprise and enthusiastic self- 
expression, on adventure and romance, 
and when these planets that rule most of 
our everyday concerns—from romance to 
business—are in a fluid and creative trine.

ow stress between these charts is laid 
upon Venus contacts, and bears out the 
idea that accents upon the Lady of Love 
are not always entirely productive of 
sweetness and light. The Moon in the 
chart of Louis XVI falls upon Marie An- 
toinette’s Sun-Venus conjunction,in Scor- 
pio, while her fifth house Jupiter in Libra 
is conjunct his Venus. These contacts 
accentuated her natural love of beauty and 
luxury, those extravagant pleasure-loving 
traits of her nature which were said to be 
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the indirect cause of the French Revolu- 
tion and of Louis’ and her own dethrone- 
ment and execution. ; 

It will be noted that her Sun and Venus 
form,a Grand Trine with her Mars and 
Uranus in water signs, often an indication 
of exaggeration and extremes in the na- 
ture—particularly so in her case through 
her Mars opposition Saturn and her Sun- 
Venus square to Neptune, to which latter 
subtly weakening aspect Louis also re- 
sponded through his Moon-Neptune square. 
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Louis, timid and retiring, with Virgo 
rising and his ruler Mercury in his twelfth 
house conjunct the Sun, opposition Uranus, 
allowed his wife, with her dictatorial Scor- 
pio Sun-Venus conjunction to take matters 
of state largely into her own hands. But, 
as Saul K. Padover stated in The Life and 
Death of Louis XVI, “In all fairness it 
_ Should be admitted that Marie Antoinette 
was a victim of circumstances, selected as 
the most succulent scapegoat for all the 
grievances that the nation had accumulated 
against the throne in the course of cen- 
turies. As Professor Harold Lasswell once 
acutely remarked, ‘All revolutions are rup- 
tures of conscience;’ and the sense,of guilt 
(engendered by the break with authority) 
prevented Frenchmen from directing their 
animosities against the king, whom since 
childhood they had been taught to revere 
and who, moreover, was a Frenchman like 
themselves. For psychological reasons 
Louis had to be spared, although in his 
person resided all autocratic authority 
against which the nation was fighting. But 
the queen was ideal as a. symbol of hos- 
tility. . . . She had all the characteristics 
of a successful ‘goat ;’ she was conspicuous, 
she was in power, she was in a minority, 
she was notorious, and above all she was 
an outsider (an Austrian). And so she 
bore the brunt of the hatred of a nation 
which had been repressed for centuries, 
and ultimately this hostility was to affect 
the king also.” 

In spite of the Salic Law in France 
which forbade women rulers, Marie An- 
toinette was forced, through the timidity 
of her husband the king, into politics, a 
role which the Empress Maria Theresa. 
her mother, had warned her never to adopt 
—that of a woman taking the initiative 
in affairs of government. 

“She brushed aside her timid husband 
and took matters in hand,” is Padover’s 
version. “Although Marie Antoinette 
never spoke the notorious words about 
eating cake”* (a story which was current 
+ The story goes that when the people were demanding 
bread, Marie Antoinette inquired, “Why don’t they eat 
cake?” In Marie Antoinette, Katherine Anthony records, 
“The Comte de Provence used to tell the ‘Cake Story’ 
about his great-great grandmother, the wife of Louis XIV. 
Others told it at the expense of Madame Sophie, one 
of the daughters of Louis XV. So far as Marie An- 
tainette’s connection with it is concerned, it seems to 
have been attached to her by the de Noailles family, as 
the famous remark is reported to have been made to 
Madame de Noailles. Its peginetty with English his- 


torians suggests that it may have emanated by way of 
Lafayetie. 


for many years before the French Revolu. 
tion, even before Marie ‘Antoinette was 





born), “they well expressed her attitude; 
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tively felt their queen’s aversion for them 
and reciprocated, a millionfold, with fear 
and hate. The same popular instinct ex- 
empted Louis from the hatred that over- 
whelmed his wife.” 

Eight years following their marriage, the 
most constructive side of the Venusian 
contacts between Louis XVI and his wife’s 
chart was allowed to manifest. Hitherto 
seeking his pleasure and entertainment in 
the hunt (as she in social activities and 
pleasure), on learning that he was to be a 
father, Louis “was beside himself with joy 
and became an unbearably attentive hus- 
band. He was ready to lay his life and 
his kingdom at the feet of his wife, and 
she promised him to reform. ‘Henceforth 
I want to live otherwise than heretofore, 
I want to live as a mother, nurse my own 
child, and devote myself to his education.’ 
Louis could occupy himself with nothing 
but his wife; ten, fifteen times he visited 
her apartments daily, bringing her gifts, 
loading her with attentions.” At the birth 
of a daughter, known to history as Ma- 
dame Royale, the only child of this union 
to survive an outrageous fortune, the 
happy father . . . “could not take his eyes 
off the tiny creature that was indubitably 
his. . . . His proclamation announcing the 
birth of a girl contained the words: ‘This 
visible mark of Providence makes me hope 
for the complete accomplishment of my 
desires and those of my people, by the 
birth of a Dauphin.’” Almost three years 
passed before Marie Antoinette gave birth 
to a boy. “The king wept with joy and 
stammered like a man who had lost his 
head from excitement. The reality was 
too wonderful to be believed. ‘My son, the 
dauphin!’ Louis kept on repeating: ‘my 
son...!’ The enchanted father had the 
infant brought to his own cabinet, and had 
him washed and dressed under his un- 
utterably tender eyes.” 

“T have waited so long,” wrote Marie 
Antoinette, “without daring to hope for 
the happiness of becoming a mother that 
I sense it now very intensely; but there 
are moments still when I believe that it is 


all a dream, and yet the dream prolongs — 
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itself.” Her delight in the prospect of 
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" approaching motherhood was boundless. 


Marie Antoinette’s third child, “the at- 
tractive and rather pert little Duke of 
Normandy, was the child of her heart. His 
position as cadet made him less important 
to others, and she gathered him in greedily. 
After his elder brother’s death, the Duke 
of Normandy became dauphin. His mother 
thought she saw in him the long-awaited 
King of France.” (Katherine Anthony, 
Marie Antoinette.) 

Of the period following the birth of their 
fourth and fast child, a girl, Madame 
Campan says in her Memoirs, “The quiet 
and regular habits of the royal family, now 
past the age of turbulent pleasures, made 
me look back on the peace in 1783 and the 
birth of the second princess as the most 
happy period in the reign of Louis XVI.” 
The change in, Marie Antoinette at this 
time has been accredited to the influence 
of motherhood, thus diverting the forces 
which formerly found expression in ex- 
travagant and luxurious pleasure-seeking. 

Saturn’s position on the King’s fifth 
house cusp, in square to his Venus in 
Libra, may have incited in him a feeling 
of being unloved and misunderstood by 
those closest to him. But to the end Louis 
XVI was beloved by Frenchmen. “Not 
until June, 1786, the month when the 
scandalous necklace trial ended, did the 
king realize how deeply his person, as a 
symbol of paternal kingship, was rooted 
in the affectioris of the nation.” (Note 
his Jupiter in Leo, conjunct the Sun and 
Mercury in Virgo, the sign ruling the popu- 
lace, the common people.) “In the sum- 
mer of 1786 Louis left his ‘royal prison’ 
and took a short trip to Normandy... . 
The trip proved a personal triumph ( Marie 
Antoinette did not accompany him), and 
the delighted Louis admitted that the nine 
short days constituted the happiest period 
of his life. All along the way Frenchmen 
turned out by the hundreds of thousands 
to give a warm and sincerely felt reception 
to their king and to see what he looked 
like—this kindly victim of a dissolute 
wife. Ahk, comme il est gentil, maidens 


sighed, and felt sorry for him because he 
was married to that miserable Autrichienne. 
.. . He was as delighted and light-hearted 
as a prisoner released from bondage, and 
he showed, in the fine Norman summer 


air, an unexpected youthful gaiety. . . . 
‘Why,’ Louis pathetically asked his cour- 
tiers, ‘do I receive here such testimonies of 
love to which I am not accustomed else- 
where?’ . . . Everywhere the people cried, 
‘Long live the king,’ and he replied heartily, 
‘Long live my good people.’ Louis XVI 
was a ‘king well beloved.’ . . . The Nor- 
mans might have changed the course of 
events had they abducted the king and 
kept him amoung themselves—to reign, a 
simple man among humble folk.” The 
latter‘course would have been entirely in 
keeping with Louis’ unpretentious charac- 
ter, with his ruler Mercury conjunct the 
Sun in Virgo and Jupiter in his twelfth 
house. However, it would not have fitted 


.into the pattern of Marie Antoinette’s 


fifth house Scorpio Sun and Mercury, nor 
her Moon and Jupiter in Libra, also in her 
fifth house. No doubt she would have 
preferred to gamble with death to retain 
the absolute monarchy of France, and she 
attained in death a glory and dignity that 
were never hers in life.

succeeding day including therein one full day of twenty-four hours on which the moon will not rise. 

This moonrise time is given because experience has shown that it usually marks a crisis or turning 
point. For instance, radical changes in weather conditions are more likely to occur at the time of 
moonrise, and the same will apply to other general conditions. 

There is a relatively slight variation in the local time of moonrise for various points on the sur- 
face of the earth. For all practical purpose the time given herewith may be accepted for any locality.

“It is on this occasion that the individual 
is taught the mysterious word ‘OM’ and 
the gayatri which is the most holy verse of 
the Vedas, enjoined in innumerable parts 
of the code to be repeated either as devo- 
tion or as expiation, and which, with the 
practice of universal benevolence, may raise 
a person to beatitude without the aid of any 
other religious exercise. 

“To a Hindu, marriage is the most im- 
portant and most engrossing event of his 
life. It is a subject of endless conversation 
and of the most prolonged preparations. 
This arises because an unmarried man is 
looked upon as having no social status and 
as being an almost useless member of 
society, while an unmarried girl above 
marriageable age is simply an outcast.

riod (which lasts for one year), and on 
the titi, or anniversary, which is celebrated 
regularly.”

The most significant major transit of 
the year is Neptune’s move into Libra, 
your 4th house of home, of beginnings and 
endings, of soul.

Clear up situations that have been 
hanging in mid-air, conclude any behind- 
the-scenes manipulating that will improve 
your position for the winter, oil the ma- 
chinery of your routine life so that it will 
run smoothly for the next couple of months.

DETAILED STUDY OF THE HOUSES 


jEDI TORIAL NOTE: The ascendants of all charts appearing in this 
series are speculative unless otherwise designated. 


A... Leo called the Twelfth House 
the house of Karma, bringing in a note 
from Hindu philosophy which states that 
Karma is the law which brings sorrows, 
troubles, setbacks, etc., because of previous 
wrongdoing. Needless to say he believed 
in reincarnation. He thought this was the 
only way to account for the fact that some 
persons are afflicted mentally and physi- 
cally at birth. He believed their present 
evils and troubles must be a result of evil 
desires and actions in a previous life. 

To students who do not believe in rein- 
carnation, this house can be considered the 
house of compensation and the law of 
eternal and final justice. The body and 
the temperament are the results of heredity, 
hence children whose physiques are im- 
perfect may be often suffering for the sins 
of their forefathers, but the soul of each 
person is independent of its parents and is 
individual. 

The universe is governed by law. To 
every thing there is a cause and a result 
and we find the causes and results of our 
self undoing or our well doing are mani- 
fested in the Twelfth House. It is the 
house of justice and compensation. Here 
lie either our secret weaknesses or the 
sources of our power. Here are our causes 
for confinement, isolation, bafflement. 
_ Here also are the basic causes of our en- 
trance into larger fields of service and vic- 
tory, and here lie the resultant effects of 
such entrance into larger fields of power. 
Each sign grows out of the preceding one 
and becomes its result, hence the sign on 
the Twelfth cusp and the astrological con- 
ditions of the Twelfth House show us the 


causes that gave us the particular kind of 
body we have, our temperament and our 
method of contacting life, hence in’ so far 
as our weakness is bodily weakness (First 
House Condition) or temperamental weak- 
ness the Twelfth House reveals that our 
problem may be one of heredity. If we 
remember that the soul is individual we 
shall wonder why the soul was born into a 
body that has an imperfect physique, in 
which case we shall be forced to believe 
that it was because it has to learn some 
lesson in this way and no other, hence the 
beginning of necessity and the start of 
destiny. 

The more we learn of Astrology, the 
more we see that signs and houses are not 
isolated units but: 

“All are but parts of that stupendous 

whole, 

Whose body Nature is, and God the 

soul.”’ 

Hence when one little thing goes wrong, 
the whole begins to go wrong awhile, yet 
there is a principle of balance and justice 
and a tendency throughout all phases of 
life to bring things again to equilibrium. 
The whole is greater than the part, and in 
so far as the whole is wholesome, it tries 
to heal the part that is diseased. If it were 
not so, then by this time in the world’s his- 
tory everything would be all good or all 
bad. But when a person or nation leans 
too much towards one thing, insidious 
forces seem to be set in motion to prevent 
such nations or persons going too far. Thus 
Babylon has to give way to Persia, Persia 
has to give way to Greece, Greece to Rome, 
and so on. A Napoleon is overthrown in 
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spite of his prowess and success. A plague 
of sickness sweeps through a country and 
is, mysteriously arrested at some point. It 
would seem as if success itself set in mo- 
tion some forces that work for failure or at 
least for change. Nothing stays still. 
Progressive forces insist on manifesting. 
Wood gives place to coal as a fuel. Coal 
gives place to oil, and so on. Now we 
wonder what will take the place of oil. 

It is the same in a person’s life. There 
are cosmic forces at work that prevent the 
native from doing everything he plans and 
intends. A man enjoys eating and drink- 
ing hence he overloads himself till not 
merely his stomach cries out in distress but 
the heart also cries out against him. Lying 
and deceit may apparently be good weap- 
ons but they are two edged. They require 
a mind so continually on the alert that in 
time either the falsehoods and treachery 
must be found out, or the nervous sys- 
tem becomes over-taxed under the strain. 
Selfishness is almost impossible to hide. 
Loved ones may try to blind their eyes 
to it, but actual indulgence in selfishness 
has its reaction on the physical body caus- 
ing a sluggish liver and imperfect function- 
ing of the whole of the intestines. Why? 
Because selfishness is desire to have and to 
receive and never to give. When our mind 
refuses to give, the body forms itself on 
images that are contracted and depressed. 
This is the law of consequence, the law of 
compensation, and it acts in this present 
life every moment of each day. 

To understand the Twelfth House prop- 
erly one must first of all understand that 
the ancient astrologers pondered at great 
length on the reason for existence and they 
believed that incarnation was not merely 
for the sake of eating and clothing oneself 
but for the development of soul qualities 
and for the final union of the soul with 
spirit, hence Pisces with its two fishes 
represents either two forces (inseparably 
tied together)—the human nature and the 
divine warring against one another or in 
absolute harmeny. So the real purpose in 
life was considered by the astrologers the 
quest of Truth, the quest of the Spirit, if 
you prefer the latter term. In union with 
Spirit there is free will. When there is in- 
harmony between the Self and the Spirit 
the forces of the Spirit bring out what we 
call the evils of fate and destiny, the break- 
ing up of purely material things, for in 


these difficulties we are intended to learn 
a little humility and to know that however 
great our ego is, it is not able to upset or 
transcend the laws on which the world was 
founded. 

Dante’s Divine Comedy is, as we have 
said before, pure Astrology. He starts his 
poem when the Sun is in Aries, the sign of 
new adventure. He arrives at Purgatory 
when the Sun is in Scorpio the sign of re- 
generation. He reaches the Earthly Para- 
dise when the Sun is in Taurus the sign of 
peace and plenty. In the Paradiso he 
mounts through the planets. 

If you understand his Inferno and Pur- 
gatorio, you will understand that ancient 
astrologers realized that wrong thought and 
wrong desire create their own punishment, 
a fact which the psychoanalysts and psy- 
chologists of today have “discovered” is 
an absolute truth. Dante sees the envious 
with their eyes sewn up, for what does 
envy do? It makes us see only something 
that is another’s. We lose sight of the fact 
that our source of supply is spiritual and 
therefore unlimited. We are blind to the 
fact that the spirit has the power of mate- 
rializing for us on our own account all 
that is needtul and that consequently we 
do not need someone else’s things. 

The angry are enclosed in dense dark 
clouds, for what does anger do to us? It 
prevents us from seeing Truth clearly. It 
befogs our mind, Truth can only be per- 
ceived in calm reflection, not when the 
emotion of anger wraps us in its murky 
clouds. 

The gluttonous are shown lean, half 
starved, hungry, for what is self indul- 
gence? Simply a greater love for the phys- 
ical body than the spiritual, whereby the 
spiritual life is starved. 

In both the Inferno and the Paradiso, 
men have the same sins, but in Hell they 
have “abandoned Hope” and so progres- 
sion is impossible. On the way out of Hell, 
Dante and his guide see the stars. The 
stars are used symbolically in the poem 
as spiritual powers. When Dante has seen 
the stars, that is, when he has some direct 
revelation of, or awakening to spiritual 
powers, he is led to the foot of Mount 
Purgatorio, for in the light of the stars he 
wants to get rid of all the things that pre- 
vent his ascent to the stars. After mount- 
ing Purgatory, it is said that Dante was 
“pure and made fit for mounting to the 
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stars,” and in the closing lines of the Para- 
diso, he tells us that he was merged “in the 
love that moves the Sun and all the stars.” 

When the student of Astrology has ex- 
amined many charts, he will find none 
. Show perfection, but in so far as the native 
overcomes the negative and lower side of 
the planets, the less trouble he will expe- 
rience through Twelfth House conditions, 
till in the highly developed ego, the 
Twelfth House becomes, not the house of 
Self-undoing, but the house that shows 
Spiritual power, the house where you are 
merged “in the love that moves the Sun 
and all the stars.” 


How to Read the Twelfth House 


1. Note the sign on the Twelfth House 
cusp. The sign will give you the 
main causes and results of self-undo- 
ing, the main conditions of sorrow, 
seclusion, confinement in institutions, 
or it may show you the work you 
can do in seclusion, or for social ser- 
vice. Doctors and nurses often have 
highly tenanted Twelfth houses, so 
also do many writers. Conan Doyle, 
being a doctor, as well as a protag- 
onist of spiritualism, is an outstand- 
ing example of this. Social service 
workers, detectives and detective 
story writers have strong Twelfth 
house rulers. Screen actors and ac- 
tresses may have the rulers of the 
Fifth or Tenth houses in the Twelfth. 
Pisces is a sign of indirect rather than 
direct action. Neptune appears to 
rule photography. 

. Note the sign in which the planet 
that governs the Twelth House cusp 
is placed, for this will modify the 
Twelfth House conditions. Note the 
aspects to this planet. 

. Note the house in which the planet 
that governs the Twelth House cusp 
is placed, for this also will modify the 
Twelfth House conditions. 

. Note any planets in the Twelfth 
House and their aspects. 

. Note any other sign or signs that are 
in .the Twelfth House, also their 
rulers by sign and house position. 

. Note the planets that govern these 
signs, also their aspects. 

. Since Pisces is the natural Twelfth 
House sign, note in what house or 
houses it is placed.

8. Note the position of Jupiter and 


Neptune, these are the co-rulers 
of Pisces. 

N.B. Planets in the Twelfth House are 
often found in charts of people whose 
influence is not always exerted by 
direct contact with the public, e.g., 
in the case of movie stars, rulers of 
countries, scientists, writers, etc. 


Twelfth House 


Richard Wagner has Aries on the 
Twelfth cusp. Its ruler Mars is in Aqua- 
rius, in the Tenth House, representing po- 
litical and social unrest. He was expelled 
from Saxony in 1849 because he was mixed 
up in the political agitation of the day. 

Mercury and Venus are in the Twelfth 
House in Taurus. Venus, the ruler. of 
Taurus, is in opposition to Uranus in the 
Sixth House of work, hence we gather that 
money troubles would disturb him consid- 
erably, especially as Mercury is the ruler 
of his Second House and is square Mars 
and Jupiter. We gather, too, that love 
affairs would cause trouble under the 
Venus opposition Uranus aspect, and also 
because-Mercury, with its squares, has rule 
over the Fifth House. That he would also 
experience much joy through love ‘is seen 
from Leo being on the cusp of the Fifth, 
and its ruler, the Sun, is sextile Jupiter in 
Leo, giving a deep and broad expansion of 
ideal thought through love. 

Queen Victoria. The study of Queen 
Victoria’s Twelfth House is very interest- 
ing as showing both causes of sorrow and 
causes of power, and the exertion of that 
power over peoples whom she had never 
seen and peoples who had never seen her. 


The exact trine of the powerful Sun to 
her Midheaven is the secret of her power. 
The Moon being conjunct her Sun adds 
popularity to her power. Jupiter in the 
Midheaven gives legal authority and in 
Aquarius distributes this power to the ends 
of the earth. Jupiter sextile Mars will in- 
crease the authority through successful 
wars. Note from your aspectarian all the 
many aspects to the Midheaven. Planets 
rising give opportunities in life, and she 
has no less than seven planets rising. 

Considering the Twelfth House as the 
house of unseen power, she has five planets 
there representing power through:— 
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(2) The Moon—Popularity. 

(3) Mercury—Legal right. 

(4) Venus—Affection. 

(5S) Mars—Force. 

Considering the Twelfth House as a 
house of trouble and difficulty, we should 
remember that when she came to the 
throne almost everything seemed wrong. 
There were grave troubles and revolts in 
Canada, Ireland, and India. In Great 
Britain, there were revolts among the 
masses, particularly the Chartists revolts. 
There were disputes in the Church through 
the Tractarian Movement. The favorable 
aspects to her Twelfth House planets en- 
abled her to overcome all difficulties. 

The Twelfth House also disclosed her 
trouble in her personal life: 

1. The Sun—Early death of the father. 
Later the death of the Prince Consort 
in the prime of life. 

2. The Moon—Early death of the 
mother, The Moon in her Twelfth 
House caused her voluntary seclusion 
in later life. 

3. Mercury—Being square to the Mid- 
heaven, the déath of her uncle, Wil- 
liam IV, brought her to the throne. 
Mercury being part ruler of the Fifth 
would cause difficulties with her son, 
Edward. Note that Mercury also 
rules the Second cusp, hence these 
difficulties would largely pertain to 
money, and her desire to restrict his 
liberties. Mercury square Jupiter 
was the cause of her tempestuous out- 


bursts at times against her Prime 
Ministers. There would be a conflict 
in this aspect between reason and 
judgment. 

4. Venus—Being conjunct Mars would 
cause her sudden and bitter sorrows 
in private life, and at times would 
cause her life to be in danger. 

5. Mars—Would bring wars and con- 
flicts involving Great Britain, which 
is ruled by Aries. Mars being sex- 
tile Jupiter would bring success in 
these wars. 

Abdul Baha* has Capricorn on the 
Twelfth House cusp. Saturn, the ruler, is 
also in the Twelfth, in dignity in its own 
sign Aquarius. Saturn often governs the 
father and we should expect sorrow through 
the father. His father, Baha’u'llah, was 
in prison for many years for his religious 
convictions, but Saturn is sextile Uranus 
in the second House, which is the house of 
liberty, therefore liberty will come to the 
father suddenly and unexpectedly. Sat- 
urn is trine the Sun and Mercury in 
Gemini, hence through sorrow and restric- 
tion, spiritual and mental power will be 
developed. 

Note that Capricorn is the sign of gov- 
ernment, hence we see that a tyrannical 
government was the source of his sorrow. 





* The chart of Abdul Baha given in 1001 Nativities is 
slightly incorrect. According to J. E. Esselmont in his 
Baha'u'llah and the New Era, and also according to 
statements made by Abdul Baha himself; “Abdul Baha 


was born in Teheran shortly before midnight on the 23rd 
of May, 1844, in the very same hour in which the Bab 
declared his mission.”” The main correction to be made 


is on the Moon's place, which should be 15 degrees Leo 
instead of 28 degrees Leo.—F. Mc. 
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New Moon 
Effective July 2nd to 17th 


The New Moon occurs in 9° 45’ Cancer 
at 7:44 a.m., E.S.T., July 2nd, forming no 
major aspects to the other planetary bodies. 


Full Moon 
Effective July 17th to 31st 


The Full Moon occurs at 7:21 A™M., 
E.S.T., on July 17th, in 24° 03’ Capricorn, 
separating from an opposition to Mercury 
and applying to a trine to Neptune. 


Annular Eclipse 


An Annular Eclipse of the Sun takes 
place at 11:06 p.m., E. S. T., on July 31st, 
in conjunction with Jupiter and Pluto and 
within orb of a sextile to Uranus. 


Solar Aspects 


The Sun parallels Mercury on July 4th, 
Saturn on the 14th and Uranus on the 
16th. A superior conjunction of Mercury 
and the Sun occurs at 10:31 p.m., E.S.T., 
on July 17th in 29° 39’ Cancer. The Sun 
then sextiles Neptune on the 23rd and 
forms a second parallel to Mercury on the 
24th and a parallel to Jupiter on the 27th. 
Two solar conjunctions take place on the 
30th, a conjunction with Jupiter in 6° 29’ 
Leo at 7:54 a.M., E.S.T., and a conjunction 
with Pluto in 6° 50’ Leo at 4:52 P.M., 
E.S.T. The last solar aspect of July is the 
sextile to Uranus on the 31st. 


Mercury 


Mercury moves from 20° 34’ Gemini 
into Cancer on the 6th. Transiting Cancer 
rapidly, Mercury enters Leo on the 20th 
and reaches 22° 36’ Leo at the end of the 
month. Mercury sextiles Venus on the 4th 
and forms the same aspect to Mars on the 
5th, also completing a square to Neptune 
on the latter day. Two parallels are formed 
with Pluto, one on the 8th and one on the 
13th. On the 20th, Mercury sextiles Nep- 
tune and parallels Saturn, and on the 21st 
parallels Uranus. A conjunction with 
Jupiter is completed at 6:51 p.m., E. S. T., 
on the 22nd, in 4° 49’ Leo. On the 23rd, 
Mercury conjuncts Pluto in 6° 38.5’ Leo 
at 4:19 p.m., E.S.T. The sextile to Uranus 
on the 24th is followed by a parallel to 
Jupiter on the 25th and a square to Mars 
on the 26th. 
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Venus 


Venus moves from 23° 53’ Leo into Virgo 
on July 7th and reaches 16° 55’ Virgo on 
the 3lst. The Moon occults Venus in 
28° 52’ Leo at 11:23 am., E.S.T., on 
July 6th. On the 7th a trine to Mars is 
formed and on the 11th a parallel to the 
same planet. The only other major aspect 
completed by Venus during the month is 
the square to Uranus on the 16th. 


Mars 


Mars moves from 25° 17’ Aries into Tau- 
rus on the 7th, and reaches 16° 13’ Taurus 
at the close of the month. Only two major 
aspects are formed by Mars during July— 
the square to Jupiter on the 10th and 
square to Pluto on the 17th. 


Jupiter and Saturn 


Jupiter, in 0° 04’ Leo on the Ist moves 
to 6° 51’ Leo during July. Jupiter forms no 
aspects during transit, although it is accen- 
tuated by the parallels and conjunctions 
completed to it by the Sun and Mercury, 
and the square from Mars. 

Saturn transits from 19° 02’ to 22° 37’ 
Gemini during July, forming no aspects in 
transit. 


Uranus, Neptune and Pluto 


Uranus moves from 6° 39’ to 8° Ol’ 
Gemini during the month, completing no 
aspects during transit. 

Neptune remains all month in the 30th 
degree of Virgo, moving from 29° 23’ to 
29° 58’ Virgo during this time. Neptune 
forms no aspects in this period, 

Pluto transits the 7th degree of Leo, 
moving from 6° 01’ to 6° 53’ Leo during 
July. Pluto forms no aspects, but, like 
Jupiter, it is emphasized by the conjunc- 
tions formed to it by the Sun and Mercury, 
and the square from Mars. 
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Harmonious Days 


These are days which are commonly classified 
as lucky. Days on which you may safely trust 
your own judgment and move forward to your 
objective of the moment with energy and confi- 
dence. People who are only interested in know- 
ing their lucky days and whose chief aim in life 
may be to enjoy as much ease and comfort and 
avoid as much hardship as possible will no doubt 
find a list of harmonious days sufficient for their 
purposes. 

There are, however, many others who are not 
so easily satisfied—ambitious, enterprising indi- 
viduals who yearn to progress, achieve, and in a 
word “get somewhere.” They do not mind expe- 
tiencing a littl——or even more than a little—hard- 
ship if they can thereby accomplish something.

Eventually MAN 
through his struggles will arrive at that su- 
preme attainment of the Evolutionary process, 
where pleasure ceases to BE and “Pain merges 
into ecstasy.” Then will the purpose of life be 
realized—that one major purpose to which all 
minor purposes must contribute—the individual 
Creative will—IMMORTALITY. 


Routine Days

permost and much self-distipline and faith 
be necessary to enable one to labor vatientiy eal 
efficiently for the reason that clouds of doubt may 
hang very low—mists of illusions that obscure the 
vision—and may cause you for the time to quite 
lose sight of your objective—or any purpose in 
your activities. 

This is the time to heed the advice of the greats 
est of Modern Psychologists—Prof. James—“Pa- 
tiently work each hour of a working day and yott 
may safely allow the final result to take care of 
itself.” These are working days in the strictest 
sense of the word. 


Critical Days

The very least that may be said is that on one 
of these critical days one should be very careful 
and be sure that the day is generally favorable 
for the matter under consideration and that he is 
not guided in his actions merely by emotional 
instability. These facts may be established by a 
careful study of the daily guide for your sign 
wherein will be found a detailed analysis of the 
planetary configurations in force on the day 
under consideration. 
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Market Perspective 
July, 1943 


Ds ten-year cycle of the Stock Market 
trend, supposed to be caused by conjunc- 
tions and oppositions of Jupiter with 
Saturn, is not used in these forecasts, 
except in a sort of comparative way. That 
is, a strict statistical treatment of the 
records back to about the year 1870 is 
mainly relied upon, and the ten-year cycle 
is compared with results so obtained, as a 
check or secondary testimony. 

But supposing the ten-year cycle is real 
and worthy of some attention, let us glance 
at the stock market trend for the years 
1912 and 1913. In 1912 there was a 
steady rise nearly to the end of that year, 
but just about the middle of 1913, or just 
three times ten years ago, there was a sud- 
den and devastating depression. Here we 
had a very long and steady rise in prices 
lasting more than a year, almost exactly 
like the slow and steady rise in prices 
throughout 1942 and extending into 1943. 
Therefore under the striet ten-year cycle 
theory, there ought to be a sudden break 
in prices near the middle of 1943, followed 
by a rally back, as shown in the chart 
for 1913, 1923 and for 1933. Most market 
students and statisticians have already no- 
ticed and remarked upon this, and I myself 
am strongly inclined to believe there is a 
possibility of this cyclical depression recur- 
ring near July or August, 1943. 

July Weekly Trend 

The specially calculated short-swing 
price movement of the industrial averages 
for July, 1943, may be described, week by 
week, as follows: 

Thursday, Friday and Saturday, July 
Ist, 2nd and 3rd, are at first buoyant, but 
Friday in the last hours (or Saturday if 
there is a Saturday session) indicates some 
declines. 

Week of July Sth to 10th, at first strong 
rallying, then a sudden, sharp decline, yet

around end of week a fairly steady rise. 

Week of July 12th to 17th ought to 
show top prices for a day or two, then a 
rapid decline, yet about Saturday, July 
17th, some recovery.
